Statler broke 
law

U.S. Consumer Product Safety 
Commission Chairman Ter- 
rence Scanlon charged Com- 
missioner Stuart M. Statler with 
violating federal law in issuing a 
misleading news release on ATV 
safety earlier this year. In a March 12 
memo to CPSC General Counsel 
Daniel Levinson, Scanlon wrote “The 
attached one-man consumer alert and 
virtual press release on Commission 
letterhead on ATVs again raises the 
issue on the affirmative dissemina- 
tion by the Commission, or a single 
Commissioner, bearing generically 
on the safety of a consumer product 
or class of consumer products.

Compliance Options Regarding Three-Wheeled All-Terrain Vehicles 


The Commission is presently considering action options for 
three-wheeled all-terrain vehicles (ATV's). This memorandum addresses 
the compliance and enforcement options to reduce or eliminate the risk 
of injury presented by the ATY's under Section 15 of the CPSA. 

Section 15 of the CPSA enables the Comaission to order corrective 
action for products that present a “substantial product hazard,” that 
is, a product that has a product defect which (because of the pattern 
of defect, the number of defective products distributed in commerce, 
the severity of the risk, or otherwise) creates a substantial risk of 
injury to the public. We belfeve that given the large and increasing 
number of ATY incidents {nvolving serious injuries and deaths, the

the products present the potential for serious injury or deaths, and 
ructions accompanying the product, the 
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“Restricted” U.S. Consumer Product Safety Commission files not cleared 
for public release indicate a wide range of misconduct on the part of the 
CPSC and form the basis for a story on page 14.

opinion, when it provided inaccurate 
and misleading data on amusement 
ride deaths to the media and public,” 
Scanlon continued, referring to a sec- 
tion of the Consumer Product Safety 
Act, the federal law that established 
the CPSC. 

“Clearly there isa need for a prompt 
and critical look at our 6(b)(6) opera- 
tions here at the Commission. Please 
draft for Commission consideration 
as soon as possible Section 6(b)(6) 
regulations so that the Commission, 
and the public, may know how the 
Commission determines the accuracy 
of generic information and what steps 
have been taken to assure that Com- 
mission data is not misleading.” 

Scanlon sent copies of his memo to 
other members of the Commission, 
CPSC Executive Director Len DeFi- 
ore, and CPSC Media Relations 
Manager Lou Brott. 

The section of the Consumer Pro- 
duct Safety Act referred to in Scan- 
lon’s memo reads “Where the Com- 
mission initiates the public disclosure 
of information that reflects on the 
safety of a consumer product or class 
of consumer products, whether or 
not such information would enable 
the public to ascertain the identity of 
a manufacturer or private labeler, the 
Commission shall establish proce- 
dures designed to ensure that such 
information is accurate and not mis- 
leading. 

Scanlon’s memo came in response 
toa letter sent on CPSC stationary by 
Statler and addressed “TO: Consu- 
mer Protection Offices and Organi- 
zations RE: Rising Death & Injury 
Toll from All-Terrain Vehicles 
(ATVs)”. At a Congressional Sub- 
committee hearing in Washington 
on May 21, Statler told congressmen 
that he had sent about 700 copies of 
the letter and an attached “FACT 
SHEET ON ATVs” to newspapers 
and broadcast stations nationwide, as 
well as to state and local consumer 
protection agencies. The “Fact Sheet” 
compared ATV-related injuries to 
motorcycle and snowmobile-related 
injury rates without noting differing 
use patterns of the vehicles, and 
without specifying injury rate, per 





hour of vehicle use. The “Fact Sheet” 
presented ATVs as being unreasona- 
bly dangerous and questioned the 
stability of the vehicles despite CPSC 


engineering staff memos — dated 
almost a full year earlier — to the 
contrary. 


In the cover letter sent out with the 
“Fact Sheet,” Statler wrote that CPSC 
options for dealing with the rising 
number of estimated injuries included 
“, . halting future 3-wheeled ATV 
production; to possibly recalling all 
such vehicles previously sold.”

Whenever I get the chance, I stop 
them and let them know that what 
they are doing is illegal and that what 
they are doing is hurting all motor- 
cyclists by re-inforcing the notion 
that we are outlaws which creates 
further ill will. 

To all the off-road riders who ride 
legally, I thank you and feel good to 
be among you. To all you outlaws, 
you are like a bad dream I can’t wake 
from and I feel nothing but contempt 
and anger when I encounter you. We 
motorcyclists need to pull together or 
the law will put an end to our favorite 
sport.

Please let me assure you 
three-wheeler riding is considerably 
safer than many other sport-related 
activities and to portray them as in- 
herently dangerous is foolish. 

A certain responsibility goes along 
with the operation of any motor ve- 
hicle. The problem arises (even with 


' threé-wheelers) ‘when the operator 











doesn’t recognize his or her responsi- 
bility or views the machine as a toy. 
Then, no doubt people get hurt. Of 
course education becomes the key. 
The dealers do have the task of advis- 
ing a parent against the purchase of a 
high-performance three-wheeler for 
too small a child, and advising the 
parent in properly equipping the 
child, or adult for that matter, in the 
use of safety equipment, etc. 

All manufacturers (most of them 
Japanese) that I am aware of supply 
all the information necessary to be- 
ginners to safely learn to operate 
their vehicles. Some manufacturers 
in my opinion supply more informa- 
tion than they are required to — for 
example, American Honda is con- 
ducting a vigorous safety campaign 
concerning proper safety gear, no 
drinking, parent supervision, etc., 
etc. All this, of course, should be 
common sense, so I applaud Honda’s 
attitude and approach. 

In closing I would like to say thank 
you for taking your time to read this 
letter and please leave our sport alone.

Rainey reigns at 
Road America

ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 9 


MacLean Racing’s Wayne Rainey tossed 
away the early race strategy he had formu- 
lated when he found himself with an unchal- 
lenged lead on the second of 18 laps around 


the rolling four-mile long Road 
America circuit. Within those 
first two laps, the toughest 
competition in the way of Rai- 
ney’s second straight Camel Pro Ser- 
ies Formula One National win, Mike 
Baldwin, was out of contention with 
suspected ignition problems. Randy 
Renfrow, who Rainey had battled 
with before winning the Sears Point 
National a few weeks earlier, was also 
gone from the scene, the victim of 
recurring minor engine problems. 
Both Baldwin and Renfrow returned 
to the race before retiring for good. 

From the third lap on, the cast of 
the top five was set although position 
changes took place. In the end, it was 
Miles Baldwin, never giving up on 
the hope that Honda RS500-mounted 
Rainey would make a mistake or his 
machinery would falter, finishing 
second aboard his Shoei-sponsored 
Yamaha TZ750. Dan Chivington, on 
a Gee Vee Performance-sponsored 
TZ750, completed the trio in winner’s 
circle with a strong, no-nonsense 
ride, taking advantage of a late race 
break which was lucky for him and 
unlucky for MacLean Racing's Rich- 
ard Schlachter. 

Honda RS500-mounted Alan La- 
brosse, the fourth place finisher, also 
benefitted from Schlachter’s transmis- 
sion glitch to move up from fifth, 
while Honda RS500-mounted Schlach- 
ter, after being third, had to settle for 
fifth. 

Doug Chandler finished sixth on 
his Freddie Spencer/SuperTrapp 
Racing Honda RS500 and moved 
into a tie for second in the Camel Pro 
Series point standings with Ted 
Boody, who DNF, at 91 points, 18 
behind series leader Bubba Shobert’s 
109. Shobert was an interested specta- 
tor at Road America and plans on 
racing at Loudon next week if Honda 
will give the go-ahead. Honda has 
already built a Honda Interceptor 
Superbike-based 750cc Formula One 
mount for Shobert, but are reluctant 
to get back into road racing solely to 
augment Shobert’s Camel Pro Series 








points after pulling out at the end of 
last season. 

“T want to get back road racing,” 
said Shobert, “and Loudon is the 
place to start.” 

Defending Formula One Champion 
Mike Baldwin returned to the U.S. 
from the 500cc GP road racing circuit 
to contest Road America, Loudon 
and Pocono, both to honor a com- 
mittment to his sponsors — Michelin 
and Arai — as well as working toward 
a fourth straight U.S. Formula One 
title. 

Newlywed Baldwin’s camp in- 
cluded his wife Lindsay, tuner Bruce 
Maus, and an assistant. “If I do well 
in all three races,” said Baldwin, “TH 
end up just over the break even point 
on what the trip will end up cost- 
ing.” His DNF was certainly not 
included in the plans. 

Despite winds gusting to nearly 30 
mph, Baldwin turned a record lap of 
100.218 mph in 2 minutes, 23.687 
seconds, grabbing the pole for the 
National during the first of two timed 
qualifying sessions which transferred 
25 riders to the National grid. Rai- 
ney, at 2:24.090 was second fastest, 
followed by Miles Baldwin, Chiving- 
ton and Labrosse. 

As the bikes gridded after the warm- 
up lap, Miles Baldwin signaled fran- 
tically to his crew to clean his face- 
shield which had been coated with a 
mist from the gas tank breather tube. 
It was too late and Miles Baldwin 
rode well into the first half of the race 
before getting rid of his coated tear- 
off. “I was lucky I had the tear-off 
on,” said Miles. 

Rainey led the first lap with Mike 
Baldwin about 20 lengths back, ahead 
of Miles Baldwin, Chivington, Ren- 
frow, Labrosse, Russ Paulk and 
Chandler. On lap two, Mike Baldwin 
came past the pits looking down at 
his engine. Paulk and Renfrow didn’t 
come around. 

“I had a rock punch a hole in the 
radiator on the first lap and the cool- 
ant quickly leaked out. It was a short 
race for a drive all the way from 
Georgia,” said Paulk.

Mike Baldwin was missing from 
the field by the end of the third lap, 
giving Rainey nearly a four-second 
gap on Miles Baldwin. It was the 
closest Miles would get. Chivington 
and Schlachter ran close behind Miles 
with Doug Brauneck and Chandler 
dicing for fifth a distance back and 
Jimmy Adamo, on the Cagiva 500 
GP bike, appearing to be reeling in 
the two. 

On lap six, Brauneck surrendered 
sixth to Chandler after an. off-track 
excursion. “I was challenging Doug 
in a couple of turns,” said Chandler 
later. “I was showing him my wheel 
just to keep the pressure on and in 
one spot he got into a slide before 
going off the track and I grabbed the 
opportunity to move up and away 
from him.” 4 

Lap eight saw Rainey with about a 
five-second lead on Miles Baldwin 
with Miles holding the same on Chi- 
vington who held about the same on 
Labrosse. Barring any problems, La- 
brosse was secure since he was nearly 
40 seconds up on Chandler with Brau- 
neck trying to make up ground and 
Adamo stalking Brauneck. The best 
and closest fight was between Rueben 
McMurter and Dave Busby on Honda 
Superbikes for ninth. It continued 
right to the finish. 

The field continued to string out as 
the halfway point passed. Mike Bald- 
win returned to action on lap 10 
before retiring for the day after one 
lap, while Renfrow had returned to 
the track a few laps earlier for a 
slightly longer ride before retiring. 

Adamo’s ride came to a halt on lap 
13 as one of the two bolts on the Cag- 
iva front brake caliper broke. “I found 
out the front brakes were gone the 
hard way as I was going into a turn,” 
said Adamo. “I couldn’t race without 
a front brake so I had to call it a day.” 

Lap 15 saw Schlachter drop from 
third to fifth and come by the pit 
crews lining pit wall at a greatly 
reduced speed and point toward the 
shifter. “The transmission stuck in 
first and I couldn’t get itout for what 
seemed like a very long time,” said 
Schlachter. “I got it to shift, but I 
stayed away from first gear from then 
until the finish.” 

On the next lap, Brauneck slowed 
after he had transmission trouble — 
second gear — on his Yamaha TZ750. 

Rainey continued on like clock- 
work to take the checkered flag with 
an 11.934 second margin of victory 
over Miles Baldwin. Chivington, 
Labrosse, Schlachter and Chandler 
followed. 

McMurter slowed as his crew gave 
him the sign he was finishing sev- 
enth and Busby almost made it eighth 
with Brauneck valiantly trying to 
drop both back a spot, but ending up 
ninth and the last rider on the same 
lap as winner Rainey. 

“To win the Formula One and 
Formula Two races twice in a row 
feels good,” said Rainey. “I was 
expecting a real fight for the whole 
race, but things didn’t work out that 
way. I'd like to say it was easy, but it 
wasn’t because I’m still learning to 
ride both bikes. Bob MacLean deserves 
a big thanks for putting the team 
together, as does Stuart Toomey for 
heading and organizing the crew 
which works on my bikes and 
Richard’s (Schlachter).” 

“This is the ninth year I’ve been 
using my Yamaha TZ750,”’ said Miles 
Baldwin. “‘Of course, there’s nota lot 
of the original bike left, but the feel- 
ing is there. I’m winding down my 
racing career and this is the first race 
I've finshed this year so a second feels 
really good.” 

“T thought about trying to reel in 
Schlachter and challenge him for 
second at about mid-race,”’ said Chiv- 
ington, “but the motor was heating 
up because we were off just a bit on 
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the gearing. I backed off and decided 
on a steady finish.” 

Chivington’s bike builder/tuner/ 
sponsor George Vicensi wasall smiles: 
“This will pay for the trip here and 
Loudon and Pocono,” said Vicensi 
to Chivington. “We should start think- 
ing about going to Laguna Seca too.” 

Motoplan’s Labrosse was happy 
with his finish. “I came to ride for 
points and a good finish,” said 
Labrosse. “I played it cool once I saw 
how far I was ahead of sixth place. At 
one point I made a plan to try and 
catch Dan, but then I thought better. 
I was here to finish and not do any- 
thing foolish. I’ve crashed too many 
times in recent years by trying to 
hang it out.” 

“I think sixth is a pretty good fin- 
ish,” said Chandler. “I didn’t get 
much track time and this is my first 
time racing at Road America. The 
wind was a big problem for me. I’ve 
never raced in wind like this and it 
was blowing me around quite a bit. 
After a while, I learned to anticipate 
and compensate in parts on the track 
where I knew it was gusting enough 
to move the bike over a few feet.” ©

“The idea was to get out front 
right away and make the others 
catch me,” said Formula Two 
winner Wayne Rainey of his 
race strategy which led to a start-to- 
finish romp for the MacLean Racing- 
sponsored Honda RS250 rider. “I 
can’t get too excited about the win 
yet, since I’ve still got the Formula 
One National to ride.” 

Donnie Greene, on a Honda RS250 
backed by Eurobike Importers of San 
Rafael, California, rode a strong race 
to finish second, but spent nearly all 
of the 14-lap, 56-mile event fighting 
for position. Rainey’s MacLean rac- 
ing teammate Rich Schlachter 
rounded out the top three. He was 
also Honda RS250-mounted. 

Dale Franklin, battling Greene for 
second with less than two laps to go, 
parked his bike at the halfway point 
of the next to last lap, and then went 
to sit on the guardrail — the apparent 
victim of heat sickness. In contrast to 
previous years, the weather was beau- 
tiful with clear skies, a strong breeze 
and temperatures in the low eighties. 

The two five-lap qualifying heats 
saw Franklin win heat one over 
Greene and Schlachter, after Schlach- 
ter dropped off the pace due to a 
cracked exhaust pipe and then a 
broken engine head bolt. 

Rainey put 22 seconds on second

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place finisher Doug Brauneck in the 
second heat. 

Rainey won the long drag race to 
turn one on the 15-turn, four-mile 
course and was never seriously chal- 
lenged for the lead from lap two on.

_ Asthe halfway flags were shown to 
Rainey, he had a 7.4 second gap on 
the three-way battle for second. Two 
laps later, Schlachter began to lose 
the draft of Franklin and Greene and 
slowly slipped backward. 

“The front brake rotor warped in 
one spot,” said Schlachter afterward. 
“When I was braking, the front end 
would develop such a bad vibration I 
could hardly see. I backed off a bit 
and tried to compensate for it. At 
first, I thought the whole wheel was 
breaking up.” 

The top eight — the same as on lap 
five — appeared to be set as the laps 
wore down. Franklin’s no-show as 
the white flag was shown to the field 
signaling the final lap changed that 
and everyone behind second place 
Greene moved up one position. 

“Everybody on the MacLean Rac- 
ing crew gives about 110% on the 
bikes, so I try to pay them back,” said 
Rainey. The win marked his second 
straight victory in Formula Two 
racing. 

“I had my hands full with Rich 
and Dale,” said Greene. “My tuner, 
Roland Cushway couldn’t come to 
the race because of an illness in his 
family so I was playing tuner as well. 
This race was a good boost for me 
since my sponsor, Eurocycles, is send- 
ing me to Belgium for the 250cc GP 
there on July 7.” 

“It was a bit frustrating out there 
even before the brake problems 
cropped up,” said Schlachter. “Td 
follow Dale and Donnie into a turn 
and be right on their rear wheels, but 
they’d pull me five or six bikelengths 
as we exited. I never could get the 
edge I needed to break away from the 
pack.” e

Merkel 
coasts home 


ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 8 
Honda’s Fred Merkel broke free 
of a duel for the lead in the 
15-lap, 60-mile Superbike final 
at Road America to coast home 
the winner with an 11-second advan- 
tage over Todd Brubaker, Runner-up 
Brubaker held a 14-second margin 
over John Ashmead who finished 
third. Starfire Racing’s Brubaker and 
Ontario Moto Tech/Peter Brady-spon- 
sored Ashmead, as well as Merkel, 
were all Honda 750 Interceptor- 
mounted. 

Merkel, the defending series cham- 











pion, added to his points lead while 
Brubaker moved into second in the 
standings, replacing the injured Wes 
Cooley. Merkel stands at 56 points 
while Brubaker is at 43. Glenn Barry, 
the fourth place finisher, broke out of 
a three-way tie for fourth to move 
into third — at 31 — ahead of Cooley, 
who has 29. 

The first five-lap qualifying heat 
saw Merkel and Shoei/Dunlop Can- 
ada-sponsored Rueben McMutrter give 
the.fans a show as the pair crossed the 
finish line in a dead heat. Merkel lost 
the coin toss agreed upon to decide 
who would sit on the pole for the 
final. “It didn’t come up heads,” said 
Merkel. 

Brubaker won the second heat by a 
margin of 10 seconds over Barry. The 
highlight of the race was Sam Mc- 
Donald's charge to third from a back 
row start. He missed heat one — the 
one he was supposed to be in — due 
to mechanical problems and was then 
gridded last in the final heat. 

“The ignition on my Yamaha 
(FZ750) decided to quit just before the 
start of my heat,” said McDonald. 
“The AMA officials were nice enough 
to let us change to heat two so we 
could make repairs.” 

Jimmy Filice led the drag race to 
turn one in the final on his Yamaha 
FZ750 via a holeshot from row two, 
“Either everyone was sleeping on the 
front row or my dirt track instincts 
paid off,” said Filice of his brief run 
out front. 

By the end of lap one, it was Mer- 
kel, Ashmead, Honda-mounted 
McMurter, Filice, Clive Ng-A-Kien, 
onan FZ750, and Brubaker in a nose- 
to-tail pack. 

There were only three in the lead 
formation two laps later, with Ash- 
mead showing the way to Merkel and 
McMurter in very close quarters. 
Filice, with a transmission which 
didn’t want to shift into fifth gear, 
slipped back. 

Brubaker quickly made his move 
and joined the front-runners to 
enlarge the pack that was dicing for 
the lead to four. Ashmead was run- 
ning out front at a 94.57 mph average 
at the end of lap five. 

The quartet became a trio in another 
lap when McMurter began to slow 
with engine problems which eventu- 
ally put him out of the race. “The 
engine began to slow and I tried to 
nurse it a bit, but then it quit,” said a 
dejected McMurter after the race. “It 
probably dropped a valve, but we 
won't really know until we get inside 
the motor. Fred (Merkel) and I hada 
good dice going with Ashmead, and 
we were just warming up before 
really getting the gas on. I think I 
should have had second. What really 
caps the whole thing is that I even 
had to split the fast qualifier money 
since it was called a dead heat.” 

Ashmead was the next to lose con- 
tact with the leaders and that left 
Merkel and Brubaker to duel it out. 
“I had a couple of problems,” said 
Ashmead. “First, the gas cap popped 
open as I was at top speed on the front 
straight and sloshed gas all over. 
Luckily, none got on my faceshield. 
A few laps later, the clutch seal blew 
and that problem caused me to give 
up any ideas I had of still running up 
front.” 

Merkel broke away from Brubaker 
at just past the halfway point and 
quickly opened up a comfortable 
gap, although every so often his lap 
times became erratic. “I was doing 
wheelies for the fans at different spots 
around the track,” explained Merkel. 
“They paid good money for a show 
and I was trying to give them one.” 

Barry moved into fourth over Mc- 
Donald as the field completed lap 11. 
The two had earlier slipped by Filice 
as he fought his transmission prob- 
lem. 











The top four finishers were set 
from there to the checkered flag. 
McDonald slipped to sixth at the fin- 
ish behind Filice. “The engine started 
cutting outand running really ragged 
toward the end of the race and I 
thought it was getting ready to dropa 
valve,” said McDonald. “The prob- 
lem was that the engine was appar- 
ently starving for gas, although there 
was plenty in the tank. I grabbed the 
breather tube and began blowing 
into it to put some pressure into the 
gas tank and it worked, but every 
time I ran out of breath the gas would 
slosh up the tube. It wasa desperation 
move which worked.” 

Merkel was all smiles in winner’s 
circle. “Mike Velasco and Merlyn 
Plumlee make sure I have a fast bike 
and I have to make sure I ride it that 
way,” said Merkel. 

“I got a bad start and had to deal 
with traffic before I could catch up to 
the leaders,” said Brubaker. ‘‘Ken 
Funkhouser and Pat Hampton did a 
great job with the bike, I only wish I 
had gotten to the front sooner.” 

Ashmead had earned his first-ever 
trip to winner’s circle in an AMA 
Superbike Championship race and 
was enjoying it to the hilt. “Hey, it 
really feels nice to be in winner's cir- 
cle,” said Ashmead after breaking out 
in a wide grim. “I might have had a 
couple of problems, but Gary Medley 
built me a rocketship and it didn’t 
miss a trick.” e

Battle of the Twins 


Williams 
edges Church 


ELKHART LAKE, WI, JUNE 9 

“T hope this will be the first of 
many wins this year,” said an 
elated John Williams after his 
two-bike length margin of vic- 
tory over Gene Church in the Battle 
of the Twins final. “It wasa hard race 
and I really had to work for the win, 
which makes the victory very worth- 
while.” 

Williams, on the Aero Union/ 
Ducati/Dunlop-supported Ducati, 
and Church, on the Harley-Davidson 
Owners Group-sponsored Harley, 
fought a race-long duel for the lead 
with Team Leoni Cagiva rider Jimmy 
Adamo right in there until problems 
slowed his charge. 

“I’m glad John (Williams) is rac- 
ing,” said Church before the final, 
“because he’s a very good rider and 
you can’t give him an inch.” 

Williams, Church and Adamo split 
almost immediately from the pack in 
the final and set up a swap-the-lead 
party with each taking a turn at the 
front. Throughout the first five laps 
of the 10-lap, 40-mile race, the three 
remained in close formation with the 
field strung out behind. 

On lap six, only Williams — in the 
lead — and Church were heading up 
the race. “I got into a real tank 
slapper on lap six,” said Adamo. “It 
was such a good one that my steering 
damper is bent like a pretzel. At that 
point, John and Gene got away from 
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me. Later, I had a problem with the 
rear wheel. A spacer apparently broke 
and the hub was grinding against the 
swingarm mounting point.” 

Church’s race wasn’t without prob- 
lems, but they were minor compared 
to a crash in an early Saturday prac- 
tice session. “I didn’t do in anything 
major,” said Church of his practice 
crash, “but I dinged the bike up a 
good bit. 

“In the closing laps of the final a 
seal on the transmission began to 
leak and I was getting oil on my foot 
and shifter, which made it hard to 
shift smoothly.” 

Williams had no problems, but 
was well aware of the horsepower of 
Church’s Harley and rode as hard as 
he could when the checkered flag was 
in sight. 

Dave McClure wasn’t sure he would 
be able to ride after a crash in Friday’s 
practice, which battered his ribs. He 
did and led the Heavyweight Modi- 
fied class start-to-finish on his Harley 
and was getting dollar signs on his 
pit board on the last two laps. 

Ducati rider Roger Sears and Harley- 
mounted Will Roeder, the overall 
series champion last year, turned in 
strong winning performances in the 
Lightweight Modified and — 
classes, respectively.

In contrast to previous sidecar 
races at Road America, this 
year’s was a hard-fought one 
all the way, and the outcome 
was up in air right to the finish.

“We're really having a good time 
here,” said Halliday. “Jack and Bruce 
came ‘down under’ to race last year 
and convinced us we should come to 
the U.S. and see what the racing was 
like here. We're glad we took them up

Spencer rolls on with 
two wins in Austria

SALZBURG, AUSTRIA, JUNE 2 


Freddie Spencer’s assault on the record books 
continued in the Grand Prix of Austria at 
the Salzburgring where he became the first 
road racer in history to win both the 250 and 


500cc classes on consecutive 
weekends. But unlike the pre- 
vious weekend when the Roth- 
man Honda rider turned the 
double in the Italian Grand Prix at 
Mugello, this weekend’s trick was 
not as easy. In the 250cc GP, he toyed 
with Marlboro Honda’s Toni Mang 
before pulling away to a 5.58-second 
margin of victory, but in the rain- 
interrupted 500cc race he won the 
first segment of 16 laps, beating Marl- 
boro Yamaha’s Eddie Lawson, and 
finished second to Lawson in the 14- 
lap second segment, winning the 
* two-leg race on aggregate*time bya 





scant .03 seconds. Third place went 
to Sonauto Gauloises Yamaha's 
Christian Sarron who was well back. 
In winning the two races Spencer 
increased his leads in the World 
Championship point standings. He 
leads Mang, 59 to 50, in the 250cc 
division, with Lui Yamaha’s Martin 
Wimmer, fourth today, third with 41. 
In the 500cc point standings, Spencer 
has 69 to defending World Cham- 
pion Lawson’s 59 and Sarron’s 46. 
Fourth today in the 500cc GP was 
Rothman Honda’s Randy Mamola 
with fourth place finishes in both 
legs. Connecticut's Mike Baldwin, 
after being knocked down on the line 





at the start of the first leg and getting 
away well last, rode superbly to earn 
a fifth in the second leg after a 19th in 
the first leg for seventh overall. 

Garelli-mounted Fausto Gresini 
won a thrilling 125cc GP by 0.26 
seconds over Monnet Racing’s August 
Auinger who bumped Garelli’s Ezio 
Gianola to third just 0.69 seconds 
back. Points leader Pier Paolo Bian- 
chi finished fourth on the MBA but 
maintained the points lead with 48 to 
Gresini’s 39 and Gianola’s 30. 

The former World Champion side- 
car team of Rolf Biland and Kurt 
Waltisperg qualified only .08 seconds 
behind the current champs, Egbert 
Streuer and Bernard Schnieders, but 
had no peers come race day and beat 
fellow Krauser Racing team members

seconds. The rig of Great Britain's 
Webster/Hewitt was third and fourth 
went to the Dutch team of Streuer 
and Schnieders. Schwarzel/Buck hold 
the points lead with 27 to Biland/ 
Waltisperg’s 23 and Webster/Hewitt’s 
22. 


Historically, the timekeeping at 
the Salzburgring has been suspect. In 
the 500cc class, Californian Mamola 
holds the lap record of 1:18.11, but 
has openly admitted that he didn’t go 
that fast when he is alleged to have set 
the time in 1983. 

Spencer was fast qualifier in the 
250cc class with a 1:22.75, averaging 
114.584 mph on the 1.635 mile Salz- 
burgring. When, in the final session, 
Mang’s time of 1.22.80 was posted, 
suspicions were raised and ultimately, 
confirmed. Mang admitted that the 
time his mechanics clocked him at 
was at least a second slower than the 
official time. Third fastest was 
Venemotos Yamaha's Carlos Lavado 
with a 1:23.95. Twelve other riders 
finished within a second of Lavado 
and 23 qualified on the following 
second. 

Mang got the holeshot, with Roth- 
man Honda’s Fasto Ricci second 
and a group of six riders vying for 
third. Spencer was among the six and 
on the third lap, as Mang turned a 
1:24.58, Spencer moved into third. 
Mang’s time was almost two seconds 
off Spencer’s qualifying time and on 
the fifth lap Spencer was by. Both 
Mang and Ricci’were on the ‘works 
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RS250 Hondas, but both had removed 
the mechanical ATAC exhuast sys- 
tems because of a sticking problem. 
Spencer, on the one-off RS250RW, 
uses an electronic ATAC and appeared 
to have only aslight power advantage. 

With lap times staying in the mid 
1:24’s and Spencer and Mang swap- 
ping,the lead it appeared that whe- 
never he wanted, Spencer could pull 
away. Ricci was a steady, unchal- 
lenged third with Juan Garriga, 
Wimmer, Pier Bolle, Siegfried Min- 
ich, and Lavado in a moving pack 
fighting for fourth. 

Mang, a Bavarian from Southern 
Germany, was the crowd favorite and 
one need only to listen to the roar of 
the 70,000-plus crowd to know who 
was leading. Mang turned his fastest 
lap, a 1:23.62, on the seventh circuit 
and tried to hang tough with the fleet 
Spencer. 

The 21st lap was Spencer's fastest, 
a 1:23.27, and with four laps to go 
Freddie pulled away with apparent 
ease. His one-second lead on the 18th 
lap, became 2.4 a lap later and he 
gained steadily on his way to a 5.58 
second victory. Mang was 10 seconds 
ahead of Ricci for a Honda sweep of 
the top three places. Wimmer fin- 
ished a closing fourth. A second be-. 
hind Wimmer came Loris Reggiani 
on the Aprilia, with Hans Lindner 
sixth on the Rotax and Garriga sev- 
enth. 

Mang said, “The way Freddie rode 
he could save the tires. When I tried 
to take his lines my gearing wasn’t 
right in some of the corners and I 
couldn’t adjust my riding style.” 

“The 250 race was fun,” said 
Spencer. “I was running in high to 
square off the last corner at the end of 
the front straight to try to get a better 
drive to get up the hill and get by him 
(Mang). The track seems bigger on 
the 250 because you spend more time 
on the track. In the right-left-right on 
the top section we can run wide open 
where on the 500 you have to throw it 
back and forth and back off.” 

The Salzburgring, with its long 
uphill back stretch and almost equally 
long front straightaway is brutal to 
those down on power. Riders talk 
with near reverence about the hill 
and the unanimous consent was that 
the torque of the NSR500 Honda 
would tilt the odds in former World 
Champion Spencer’s favor. From the 
first session on he was the fastest, tak- 
ing the pole with a 1:18.13, although 
three of his crew members clocked 
him at 1:17.8. Lawson was second at 
1:18.78, but his crew’s times were also 
about 0.4 seconds better than the 
track’s time. Sarron was third at 
1:18.73, with Mamola fourth and 
Haslam fifth. Baldwin was 11th. 

“The bikes have more power than 
they had two years ago,” said polesit- 
ter Spencer. “The biggest thing we 
have to worry about is that it spins a 
lot. Youcould be faster if the bike had 
less power. That’s why you don’t see 
a big jump in qualifying times like 
you do at some other tracks.”’ 

Former World Champion Kenny 
Roberts attended the race on his way 
to a test session in Japan and sug- 
gested that Spencer could go faster on 
the three-cylinder NS500. 

Spencer responded: “Probably. It’s 
mainly because they’re narrow and 
easy to maneuver at top speed. The 
four is wider and harder to move 
from one side to the other. There’s a 
lot of off-throttle top gear stuff and 
the power comes on smoothly with 
the three.” 

About the track, Spencer said, “I 
like race tracks with a little more var- 
iety. The place that bothers me the 
most here is on top after the right 
there’s a left. It’s way too fast. You 
can either make or lose a lot of tim 
through ’‘there.” ' RAS eS Se

Lawson was disappointed with his 
place next to Spencer on the front 
row grid. Recurring ¢arburetion prob- 
lems have hampered the Yamaha 
effort and the altitude of Salzburg 
was no help. The OW-81 would not 
pull cleanly through the gears, 
although it was faster than the three- 
cylinder Honda’s on top speed, but 
only barely. 

Unfortunately, Baldwin was forced 
to play catch-up after being hit on the 
start by Thierry Espie. “I started my 
bike and Espie wheelied and landed 
his wheel on my back. He rode by me 
and tore the sleeve off my leathers. 
Then he hit my hand and caught the 
handlebar and spat me to the ground.” 
The hand Espie struck was Baldwin's 
right hand, which was injured in a 
practice spill at Mugello, and which 
he had to have X-rayed after the race. 

Rain drops had begun falling with 
two laps to go in the 250cc race and 
the sprinkle continued into the beg- 
gining of the 500cc race. Mamola got 
the holeshot with Sarron second, Law- 
son third, followed by Haslam, Did- 
ier de Radigues, and Spencer. Sarron 
took the lead on the third lap with 
Lawson second, Spencer third, and 
Mamola fourth. As a quartet they 
moved away from de Radigues, Has- 
lam, and Boet van Dulmen. Lawson 
took the lead fora lap and on the fifth 
lap Spencer took over. Haslam and 
de Radigues were alone for fifth/sixth 
with Rothman Honda Britain’s 
Wayne Gardner in seventh ahead of 
Rothman Honda’s Takazumi Katay- 
ama, van Dulmen, the Skoal Bandit 
Heron Suzuki of Rob McEInea and 
Marlboro Yamaha’s Raymond Roche. 

Turning lap times in the mid 1:18’s, 
just off their qualifying times, the 
lead foursome began to pull away 
from the now trio of Haslam, de 
Radigues on the Elf Johnson Honda, 
and Gardner. The gap from fourth- 
placed Mamola to Haslam was nine 
seconds on the ninth lap which was 
Spencer’s fastest at 1:18.18, just .05 
seconds off his pole position win- 
ning time. Lawson turned a 1:18.56, 
averaging 120.696 mph, a lap later, a 
time that was two-tenths better than 
his qualifying time. 

At about a half a second a lap, 
Spencer began to pull away. He had 
3.17 seconds on the twelfth lap with 
Lawson leading Sarron and a gap to 
Mamola. 

Gardner moved to fifth with Has- 
lam and de Radigues holding on and 
farther back Roche moved into eighth 
ahead of Katayama. 


The drizzle increased on the 13th, 
lap and the riders slowed slightly. - 





The gap from Spencer to Lawson 
narrowed and three laps later the race 
was stopped. Since it wasn’t 75% over 
it could not be ruled complete and 
the remaining laps would have to be 
run. 

“It would have been better to stop 
it a lap or two earlier,” said Spencer, 
explaining that “the track is a light 
color and unless it’s real wet it doesn’t 
look wet.” 

Mamola said, “It was bad because 
the drops got big, but since the ground 
was warm from it being hot all day 
they'd evaporate. The lap before they 
stopped it it wasn’t raining that hard, 
but the next lap there were big drops. 
I think they stopped it at the right 
time.” 

Lawson was having brake prob- 
lems and used the time between the 
races to sort them out. “I went high 
in the corner at the end of the front 


“straight and went off the track and 


into the dirt a little bit. I'd put on the 
front brake and it would begin to 
grab then it would fade. There was 
no way I could get it stopped,” said 
Lawson. As for a speed race, Lawson 
added, “His (Spencer) bike is very 
fast. If I got a better drive out of the 
corners I could catch him.” 

The race was stopped and was 
supposed to re-start about 35 minutes 
later at 3:20 p.m. It was announced by 
rider rep Mike Trimby that all riders 
would be given a lap to test their tires 
and change them if needed. Then 
there would be a warm-up lap after 
which tires could not be changed 
before the remaining 14 laps of the 
race. 

A game of strategy was played out 
on the grid after the first test lap with 
teams undecided about tire choice. 
Lawson, Mamola, and Spencer all 
ended up choosing hand-cut slicks in 
the rear with intermediate fronts. 
Sarron chose a slick rear and inter- 
mediate front, but changed to an 
intermediate rear after the second 
warm-up lap. A discussion, often 
quite vocal, followed during which 
several riders noted that they were 
told they couldn’t change their tires 
and that the race should be started. 
The Honda Britain team of Gardner 
and Haslam chose full rains because 
it was that or slicks; no intermediates 
were available on the line. 

The rain picked up again on the 
warm-up lap and almost an hour 
after the race was stopped the second 
half of the final was waved off. Has- 
lam rocketed into the lead, but would 
quickly fade and eventually be lapped. 


His and Gardner’s tires were shredded _ 
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was very light. Most of the second leg 
they spent just trying to hang on as 
their factory Hondas snaked their 
way through the bends and onto the 
straights. 

Quickly, the foursome from the 
first race, Lawson, Sarron, Spencer 
and Mamola, spearated themselves 
from the pack. De Radigues was 
fending off van Dulmen with McE]- 
nea and Baldwin close behind for 
seventh. 

Mamola was the first victim of the 
pace set by the front-runners. “My 
engine was tuned for top speed. We 
had it so that the power really came 
on strong at 10,000. Usually it starts 
to come on strong at around 8,000. 
This one had less on the bottom and 
more on top. I didn’t have enough 
low end to stay with them in the wet. 
I'd lose it in acceleration,” 

Spencer was trying to keep his bike 
between the barriers while his front 
end had other plans. “The front end 
was pushing so bad,” he began. “It's 
the worst feeling in the world. You'd 
turn the front end and feel nothing 
through the clip-ons. The fast left- 
hander up top was the worst beause 
you're going so fast and trying to get 
the bike turned. The whole race was 
wierd.” 

At the 10 of 14 lap mark, Lawson 
led Spencer with almost 12 seconds to 
Sarron, another 12 to Mamola, and 
yet another 12 to Baldwin-Mc-Elnea 
duel. 

With Spencer having won the first 
leg by 2.18 seconds after a losing a few 
seconds by slowing down due to the 
rain, Lawson had to beat Spencer by 
2.19 seconds to win the race on 
aggregate time. As the laps counted 
down the gap widened a bit and Law- 
son, riding at an inspired pace, got 
some needed help in traffic. How- 
ever, comingdown thesweeping right- 
hander at the end of the back straight- 
away he once again ran into traffic in 
the person of Katayama and that was 
the difference between defeat and vic- 
tory. Katayama stayed ahead of him 
through the infield chicanes and he 
was held up just enough to cost him 
the race. “Three one-hundredths of a 
second,” said Lawson. “Katayama 
just stopped in front of me and I had 
nowhere to go. All through the chi- 
cane I had to follow him.” 

First Lawson, then Spencer crossed 
the line and those with stopwatches, 


including crew chiefs Kel Carruthers 


of Yamaha and Erv Kanemoto of 
Honda knew the score. 

By 0.03 seconds the win was 
Spencer’s. The usually conservative 


Lawson, had. taken, a, different, ap; . 








proach to the second segment. “When 
I was right behind him (Spencer) I 
could move up on him. He could 
draft me about the same place I could 
get him. One time he came by and I 
was leaning to the left in the fast left- 
hander and just his momentum...at 
that speed especially...but since the 
bikes are so wide and there’s such a 
dead air spot that it would lift my 
bike up a little as he went by. It was 
the same when I went by him.” 

As they pulled in after the race both 
men had raised their fists. “I knew it 
would be close,” said Spencer, and it 
was. “The Yamahas run good here. 
At this altitude an engine is going to 
lose some torque.” 

Sarron, with a pair of thirds had 
the third best aggregate time, albeit 
34.86 seconds behind Lawson. How- 
ever, because he, Roche, and Yama- 
ha’s Japanese Champion Tadahiko 
Taira had changed tires after the offi- 
cial warm-up lap, they were pro- 
tested by Honda. The protest was 
disallowed, but Sarron was angered 
by Honda’s move. 

“The president of the FIM jury and 
the director of the race both told me I 
could change tires. All of the jury 
people said we could. When you see 
someone change you follow. We 
should all be together. I chose the 
wrong tire in the end so it did not 
help. I went from a full-slick to an 
intermediate. If I had won, all right, 
but I chose the wrong one and didn’t 
delay the start. Youcannot blame the 
pilots. I didn’t ask to stop the race 
and I didn’t complain when they 
did,” said Sarron. e

AMA National Enduro Series: Round 8 





Cunningham collects 
Rattlesnake win

KLAMATH, CA, JUNE 2 


Current AMA National Enduro Champion 
Terry Cunningham came one step closer to 
possibly clinching another title by winning 
the seventh round of the AMA National En- 


duro Champion Series held in 
Klamath, California. Cun- 
ningham dropped 12 points en 
route to the win over team 
Husqvarna teammate David Bertram 
and Kawasaki's Jeff Fredette. Bertram 
lost 14 points and Fredette 15 for 
second and third in the AA class. 

Rounding out the top five were 
Husqvarna teamsters Fritz Kadlecand 
Sacramento's Jeff Irwin. Kadlec lost 
25 points and Irwin 36, both having 
more than their share of problems 
mechanically. Missing from the AA 
picture was another Husky member, 
Kevin Hines. Hines was one of many 
creek crossing victims in the four 
miles of creek section and hesitantly 
called it quits after the fourth check, 
which like check three was one of two 
emergency checks in the 100.8-mile 
National. 

The event was hosted by the Red- 
wood Scramblers MC of the nearby 
coastal community Crescent City, 
California. Over 150 riders were signed 
up and more than a few became casu- 
alties of the Rattlesnake National. 
Rain the previous four days made 
things a mess by Saturday and many 
of the riders looked worried. Course 
marking was a problem and riders 





were upset due to the red ink sud- 
denly dissolving from the course signs. 
Most, however, found their way 
around the course that went through 
both the Six Rivers and Klamath 
National forests. The course was de- 
signed by the Redwood Scramblers to 
take away eight points from the AA 
riders but, due to the rain, club offi- 
cials felt it could be more like 28. The 
Smith and Tuewer Creek crossings 
provided to be humiliating for the B 
and C riders and a few A and AA 
riders, which included Cunningham 
and Bertram, winner of the event one 
year ago. The entire course had to be 
remarked days earlier, but just as 
quickly the arrows faded causing 
havoc into the first checkpoint. 

The first grueling portion of the 
100 mile course was a four-mile loop 
of the infamous “Beaver slide” area, 
which was !/3 mile of steep, muddy 
downhill. From there it was the first 
of two creek crossings, both swollen 
with as much as five feet of water in 
some sections. The AA riders lost 
only one or two points by check one 
but by the second check — some 19.2 
miles out — Kadlec, of Colorado 
Springs, Colorado had lost five min- 
ues and northern California’s Irwin 
had lost eight. Irwin got lost after 
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Bertram nipped Jeff Fredette by only 
one point for second overall. 





check one some 7.6 miles from the 
start, but got back on track quickly. 
He was, however, still six minutes 
behind which didn’t make his day. 
“I'm ready for a vacation,” he said. 
Irwin's troubles didn’t end there and 
he went on to finish fifth after riding 
back to camp with a pounding flat 
front tire. Rattlesnake Ridge was a 
tough section and was still capped 
with snowat the highest section. The 
chill factor made the temperature 
close to 40 degrees. 


Sunday afternoon was greeted by 
sunshine, which was a welcome sight 
for those riders making it past check 
four. The first riders out were turned 
loose at 8:01 a.m. by AMA District 36 
referee Steve Bigham and few riders 
had troubles until hitting a bottle- 
neck which slowed the AA riders, 
such as Kadlec. Kadlec had praise for 
the National “I had a trouble free ride 
early, except for the bottleneck,” he 
said. Kadlec did, however, develop 
problems further out, after breaking 
a shock mount in the rocky section. 
He rode the remaining 20 miles with 
no suspension. 

Kadlec was making a debut ride on 
a500 WR, which was Bertram’s spare, 
and was anxious to get back on his 
400 for the next National while Fred- 
ette felt his Kawasaki KDX200 was 
more than sufficient. After the fourth 
check, the majority of the AA riders 
had few problems, all losing only one 
point at the fifth check. Check six 
was much the same story, Cunning- 
ham, Bertram, Kadlec and Fredette 
lost only one point apiece but Irwin 
lost five, thanks to a larger-than-life 
rock. Cunningham, Bertram and 
Fredette went on to zero the final two 
checks and Cunningham stated, “The 
course was very well laid out, obvious- 
ly somebody knew what they were 
doing when they set up the course. I 
didn’t mind having any points taken 
away from me, it makes things much 
more challenging after last week's 
easier Oregon National.” Bertram 
lost extra time in two of the sections 
and commented, “It wasn’t easy rid- 
ing the 100-mile course at 24 mph, 
and it was incredibly hard to make up 
time lost from costly mistakes. I think 
the course was way too tough for the 
B and C riders, but just right for the 
AA and A riders that are more expe- 
rienced. Winning the event last year 








didn’t really give me the edge, the 
course was slightly altered from last 
year and after a year one tends to 
forget where the tougher sections 
are. This National is possibly one of 
the five toughest courses out of the 12 
event series, I thought they (Red- 
wood Scramblers) did a great job of 
running the event under the circum- 
stances. I missed one check by three 
seconds and an error at the creek 
crossing may have cost me the win.” 

John Haaker of Los Altos, Cali- 
fornia was the last A rider out and 
finished first in the Open A class on 
his Husqvarna 510TX. Haaker fin- 
ished sixth in the overalls, dropping 
52 points, slightly off the pace from 
the AA riders but good enough to 
make him the first A rider. But like 
the AA riders he had his share of 
troubles navigating the Tuewer creek 
section, losing 13 minutes. In seventh 
overall was Washington's John Niel- 
son. Nielson also lost points in check 
four, dropping 14 and went on to 
finish with 86 points for second Open 
A. Eighth overall went toa consistent 
Josh Chandler, riding a Yamaha. 
Chandler dropped 96 points and was 
having a great ride until check four, 
where he lost 16 points to finish 
ahead of Greg Fergusen with 99. Fer- 
gusen was third Open A and was jub- 
ilant with the finish. 

Tenth overall was Husqvarna rider 
Duke Lambert. Lambert placed fifth 
overall in last week's Oregon National 
by losing five points, but found the 
Rattlesnake much harder. He had 
lost 102 points when the tabulations 
were in to take top 250cc A honors. 
and like all finishing competitors, 
was glad to be back at camp. Many 
riders were out by check four and 
those who kept going in some cases 
would call it quits after check six 
some 90.8 miles out. Most didn't feel 
like coming back down Beaver slide 
and instead opted for the camp. Cun- 
ningham was more than anxious to 
leave the west coast saying, “It will be 
great to be back in the midwest, 
even though I've done quite well the 
last two weeks. I hope I don’t have to 
come out here for quite some time.” 

The points paces for the title got 
no closer for Bertram, who trails 
Cunningham and Fredette in third. 
Fredette has been riding consistently 
in the top three and was just looking 
for a good finish and commented, 
“My only complaint was the course 
markers, if you don’t see arrows you 
learn to play by instincts and know 
that something is wrong, So I turned 
around and got back on track as soon 
as possible.”

Public hearing in Mississippi 


CPSC hears ATV | 
fans, dealers

JACKSON, MS, MAY 30 


The first of five scheduled U.S. Consumer 
Product Safety Commission (CPSC) public 
hearings into ATV safety saw a stream of 


witnesses testify that 


caused by rider ignorance or 
mis-use, not inherent ATV de- 
sign problems. And reacting to 
mounting opposition to and 
criticism of Commissioner Stuart M. 
Statler’s repeated public calls for a 
ban and recall of ATVs due to inher- 
ent danger, Commission Chairman 


. Terrance Scanlon and Commissioner 
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Carol G. Dawson went further to dis- 
tance themselves from Statler’s posi- 
tion. Commissioners Statler and 
Saundra Brown Armstrong did not 
attend the hearing. 

In his opening remarks, Commis- 
sioner Scanlon told the audience “At 
this point, we still do not know 
enough about ATVs to decide what is 
most appropriate, and we certainly 
do not have enough data to justify a 
ban on ATV sales or a recall of those 
ATVs already in use.” 

In her opening remarks, Commis- 
sioner Dawson said “Regardless of 
what you may have heard or read in 
the press, the Consumer Product Safe- 
ty Commission has not made a deci- 
sion on how best to address the ATV 
situation.” 

In contrast to previous hearings 
into ATV safety, the Jackson hearing 
saw 31 pro-ATV witnesses testify and 
eight anti-ATV witnesses testify, in- 
cluding one crasher and his lawyer. 

A panel of ATV users and enthusi- 
asts was included in the hearing, con- 
sisting of Roy Jansen, President of 
the American All-Terrain Vehicle As- 
sociation; Hayley Ulrich, age seven, 
Editor, of the ATV News Kid’s Page; 
Tommy Breazeale of Jackson, an en- 
thusiast; Jerry Walton, President of 
Acadiana Dirt Riders of Lafayette, 
Louisiana; John Couvillion of Lafay- 
ette, Louisiana, 'an enthusiast; and 





safety problems are 


seven-year-old Cecil “Boot” Phillips 
Jr., a racer with 100 victories to his 
credit, and his father, Cecil Phillips 
Sr., both of Alexandria, Louisiana. 


Jansen reiterated the AATVA’s po- 
sition that riders, not ATVs, cause 
problems, and that under controlled 
conditions with proper safety equip- 
ment required, injury rates are very 
low. 

Hayley Ulrich drew the only audi- 
ence response of the day — astanding 
ovation - saying that kids can have 
safe fun on ATVs with proper train- 
ing, equipment and supervision. 

Walton, speaking for his club of 50 
off-road motorcyclists and their fam- 
ilies — which he said included many 
ATV-riding spouses and children — 
said that the average age of his club's 
members was 30, that 80% were mar- 
ried and that more than half had two 
or more children, bringing club repre- 
sentation to about 200 men, women 
and children. Walton, who said he 
owns four dirt bikes and two ATVs, 
advocated parental responsibility and 
constant supervision to ensure proper 
use by children and urged the CPSC 
to act on education programs to en- 
courage responsible ATV use. 

Cecil Phillips Jr. told the Commis- 
sioners that he always used proper 
riding gear; his parents showed a 
videotape of young Cecil being inter- 
viewed, then riding, on a children’s 
television show. 

A panel of local and state govern- 
ment agency representatives included 
Mississippi State Senator Walter Gra- 
ham, who said that his 10-year-old 
son was killed riding an ATV with- 
out a helmet, on pavement, and that 
the accident, which involved a colli-

CPSC planned ATV 
ban before starting 
investigation

LONG BEACH, CA, JUNE 4 


Factions in the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission advocated a ban and 
recall of all ATVs prior to the start of an 
agency investigation of, and public hearings 


into, the three-wheeled vehi- 
cles, and went so far as to pre- 
pare a litigation timetable for 


approval by the four Commis- 
sioners. 

In a restricted memo dated March 
13 and recently obtained by Cycle 
News, David Schmeltzer, Associate 
Executive Director, Directorate for 
Compliance and Administrative Lit- 
igation said, “We believe that given 
the large and increasing number of 
ATV incidents involving serious in- 
juries and deaths, the large and in- 
creasing number of products in use, 
the fact that all of the products. pre- 
sent the potential for serious injury 
or deaths, and the inadequate warn- 
ings and instructions accompanying 
the product, the Compliance staff 
could make a good argument that 
these products constitute a substantial 
product hazard under Section 15 of 
the CPSA. We could seek corrective 
action to address products already in 
the hands of consumers as well as 
products that may be made in the 
future.” 

Continuing in the memo, which 
was sent to the Commissioners 
through CPSC Executive Director 
Leonard DeFiore, CPSC General 
Counsel Daniel R. Levinson and 
CPSC Secretary Sadye Dunn, 
Schmeltzer wrote “If litigation is ne- 
cessary, an administrative complaint 


could be filed naming all of the ATV ` 


manufacturers or naming only the 
largest manufacturer, Honda, as a 
party.” : 

Schmeltzer also wrote, “ATVs ap- 
pear to be used primarily for recrea- 
tional use; and therefore, an argu- 
ment could be made that the utility 
and benefits afforded to the general 
public by their use are limited. In 
contrast with the arguably limited 
benefits, the apparent nature of the 
risk of injury is severe, including 
paralysis and death.” 

Schmeltzer continued, “The ATV 
manufacturers may claim that the 
product is not defective, since many 
of the incidents are caused by what 
could be termed consumer misuse or 
abuse of the product. However, in 
our opinion, the fact that accidents 
may be caused in whole or in part by 
such circumstances as inebriation, 
riding with passengers, operating the 
vehicle on a hard surface road, and 
violations of the rules of the road 
does not render the product less defec- 
tive. 

“When these factors are considered, 
there appears to be a basis to support 
the preliminary conclusion that the 
ATVs present several types of pat- 
terns of defects: a design defect based 
on inherent instability; a defect based 


on failure to- adequately warn the: - 





rider of the hazards and risk of injury 
presented by the vehicles; a defect 
based on failure to adequately in- 
struct the rider in the use, operation, 
and maintenance of the vehicles; and 
the defects relating to specific com- 
ponents of the vehicles.” 

Schmeltzer listed “Corrective Action 
Options” as including “Publicnotice 
of the hazards and risk of injury pre- 
sented by ATVs . .. Warning state- 
ments of the hazards and risk on 
injury presented by ATVs... In- 
structions for the use, operation and 
maintenance of ATVs . . . Informa- 
tion and training programs for the 
use, Operation and maintenance of 
ATVs... Repair the defects in the 
ATVs... Recall the ATVs, and re- 
fund the purchase price.” 

According to the memo, “The staff 
will investigate reports of incidents, 
product liability lawsuits, informa- 
tion from manufacturers and other 
immediately available information 
to identify defects associated with 
specific machines or defects such as 
instability or failure to warn users of 
the hazard which could be associated 
with all or most three-wheeled all- 
terrain vehicles; (2) The staff will 
seek to negotiate corrective action 
with the manufacturers as findings 
indicate; and, (3) if voluntary correc- 
tive action is not acceptable, the staff 
will litigate to mandate additional 
corrective action.” 

Schmeltzer recommended a two- 
phase plan to eliminate ATVs, begin- 
ning with a Compliance staff inves- 
tigation of ATVs; negotiation of a 
voluntary corrective action plan with 
manufacturers; monitoring of the ne- 
gotiated corrective action plan; anda 
decision whether or not the corrective 
action plan — which most likely 
would involve extensive performance- 
affecting modifications to ATVs — 
had reduced risk enough to suit the 
CPSC. 

Phase two of Schmeltzer’s plan 
included filing litigation against 
manufacturers. Schmeltzer advocated 
filing litigation in early 1986, with 
the case expected to go to trial in mid- 
1987. 

Schmeltzer’s memo indicating that 
enough evidence existed to move for 
a ban and recall of ATVs was contra- 
dicted by testimony of CPSC Com- 
missioners Terrence Scanlon, Saun- 
dra Brown Armstrong and Carol G. 
Dawson before a Congressional sub- 
committee hearing May 21. 

Asked about Schmeltzer’s memo, 
CPSC ATV Task Force Chairman 
Nick Marchica said the memo repre- 
sented the preliminary thinking of 
one part of the CPSC. “That’s how 
the Compliance Directorate would 
go about doing it if they were to get

Wei- 
nert fought off a strong first-moto 
challenge from Pierre Karsmakers, 
who endoed and crashed out of con- 
tention on the back section of the 
track. Gary Semics claimed second 
overall, thanks to a chain failure on 
Tony DiStefano’s bike, and Bill Grossi 
placed third. 





Featured on the cover and the topic of 
the week’s test was the revamped 
Triumph Trident; the new model 
featuring an electric starter, five speed 
transmission with left-side shift, front 
and rear disc brakes and a duplex 
primary chain. Surprisingly, the 
machine neither leaked oil or suf- 
fered any form of electrical problem 
and the major faults were judged to 
be the much-too-firm seat and a lofty 
$2895 price tag. 


Bruce Penhall won the Scratch main 
in Speedway action in Bakersfield, 
California, besting the efforts of Mike 
Bast, Steve Nutter and Mike Curoso. 
Penhall also claimed the trophy for 
best two out of three. Troy McKee 
picked up his first win of the year in 
the Handicap main, riding with a 
special brace on his wrist to give it 
strength after X-rays showed a hair- 
line crack in that joint — which was 
not why they called it a Handicap 
event. 


Road racer Bob Endicott was inter- 
viewed, and passed along the com- 
ment “People who sponsor motor- 
cycle racers are a strange breed. I 
never understood why anybody would 
want to pay money to have somebody 
else ride a motorcycle. They enjoy it. 
I don’t know why they want to do it.

The 1985 YZ250N Yamaha is deceiving — it 
might look like last year’s YZ250, but if you 
look beyond the new white-and-red color 
scheme, you’ll find the ’85 YZ has received 


more than just a face lift. Inter- 
nally, the YZ-N has many small 
modifications that make big 
differences; most of these refine- 
ments are found in the engine. 

Last year’s YZ250 played second 
fiddle to the more-powerful CR250R 
Honda; it produced more low-end 
than any other 250 but was lacking 
horsepower from mid-range on up. 
Now, different porting specs, exhaust 
pipe and reed valves just might make 
the YZ the class leader for 1985. 

The most significant change made 
to the engine was enlarging and mov- 
ing the power-valve’s sub-ports; they’re 
also cast into the cylinder (instead of 
drilled)» to«improveexhaust flows + 


The different location of the sub- 
ports allows for additional water 
channel routing above and now below 
the exhaust ports for better engine 
cooling from the dual radiators. The 
water-cooled, single cylinder two- 
stroke engine still has an 86 x 86mm 
square-bore configuration anda 246cc 
displacement, but the cylinder head 
was slightly milled to increase. com- 
pression ratio to 8.2:1. 

To improve durability, the piston 
is made stronger by ribs added under- 
neath the crown, and the skirt cuta- 
way (just below the wrist pin) used in 
the past is gone. The lower-end bear- 
ing retainer in the crank is now 
stronger than before.

signed to give the YZ more power on 
top; it is a production version of 
modified stock pipes the works Yam- 
aha rider used early last year. The 
pipe exits the cylinder through a cen- 
ter port and works its way along the 
right side of the motorcycle, where a 
new aluminum silencer is attached to 
the end. The silencer’s core is now 
made out of steel rather than the 
aluminum that used to break apart as 
soon as the packing blew out. 

The round-slide 38mm Mikuni 
carburator is basically the same as 
last year’s with the exception of using 
a choke lever instead of a knob for 
easier access. 

Fitted inside the cylinder’s intake 
chamber is a new single-stage fiber 
reed valve (vs. steel) to give the Yam- 
aha better throttle response at low 
rpm. 

The five-speed transmission is un- 
changed, but the final drive ratios are 
different — both front and rear 
sprockets are one tooth larger to help 
keep the chain from riding on the 
swingarm, and to reduce the chain’s 
bend around the countershaftsprock- 
et, which helps prolong the life of the 
chain. 

Two needle roller bearings, (in- 
stead of one), are now used in the 
clutch actuating arm’s pivot, 
improving clutch lever feel. The wet 
multi-disc clutch remains the same. 

The Yamaha's ignition system is 
all new for ’85 — it’s like the ignition 
used on last year’s YZ60 and on the 
works bikes; however, the one used 
on the 250 is slightly modified. The 
flywheel is no longer a solid unit; it’s 
mounted internally within the left 
case and is gaurded by a plastic cover. 

One problem YZ owner faced last 
year was radiator breakage, especially 
on the right because the mounts 
cracked. This year the mounts have 
been beefed up considerably. 

For easier access to the air filter, the 
bracket securing the element was 
shortened — it used to be difficult to 
pull the filter out of the box without 
bending and squeezing the single- 
stage foam element. Since the bracket 
is now shorter, the wingnut holding 
the filter to the bracket is longer. 

The red-painted, chrome-moly 
frame is now lighter and stronger 
than before, because the tubing wall 
thickness is reduced (1.8mm to 
1.6mm), ‘and ‘the ‘frame tube: junc-' 





tions have been reinforced with more 
gussetting. It has a single front down- 
tube that splits into a double-cradle 
where the exhaust pipe meets the 
cylinder. Basic frame geometry is 
unchanged: Wheelbase is 57.9 inches, 
seat height 38 inches and ground 
clearance 13.4 inches. 

The single-shock rear suspension 
linkages are also the same, but the 
Kayaba shock went through valving 
changes to accept the Brake Actuated 
Suspension System (B.A.S.S.), de- 
signed to eliminate axcessive back- 
end hop when braking for turns. 
There is a small cable running from 
the rear brake pedal to the shock’s 
reservoir; when the rear brake is app- 
lied (and weight transferred off the 
rear wheel), the shock’s compression 
damping is reduced by 9-11%. The 
B.A.S.S. system varies the amount of 
preload on the base valve’s blow-off 
spring to alter damping rates, so 
when the back wheel slams into a 
bump with the brake on, there is less 
compression damping and thus less 
rear wheel kick. 

Externally-adjustable on the shock 
are 25 rebound and 28 compression 
damping settings, plus fully-adjust- 
able preload- Wheel travel is 11.4 
inches. 

Up front, the 43mm Kayaba fork 
use 30mm less and heavier weight oil, 
while wheel travel remains the 
same at 11.8 inches. Located at the 
bottom of each fork leg are compres- 
sion damping adjusters, each with 16 
settings. The stanchion tubes are pro- 
tected by red fork boots; the sliders are 
unprotected. 

New this year is the front hydraulic 
disc brake with a braided stainless 
steel hose; the disc is 3mm thick, 9.4 
inches in diameter and is drilled out 
to save weight. It has a dual-piston, 
single-action hydraulic caliper with 
semi-metallic brake pads. The rear 
brake is handled by a single-leading 
drum operated by anon-folding brake 
pedal and a straight-pull cable. 

Both front and rear gold-annodized 
rims are stronger this year — they’re 
solid rather than hollow Takasago 
rims (D.I.D. rims were used in '84), 
and the Z-spokes are 0.5mm larger 
with steel nipples instead of alumi- 
num. Tires are made by Bridgestone. 

Last year, many riders complained 
that the seat was, too soft and had a

making maneuverability difficult. 
Now the seat is 30mm taller and hasa 
flatter surface. 

In the past, plastic on the Yamaha 
YZ was too thin and brittle and 
would easily crack. This year the 
white plastic is 0.7mm thicker and 
more pliable. The gas tank holds 2.4 
gallons and has decals on it, vs. the 
decals on radiator shrouds like the 
rest of the Japanese 250s. It will be 
only a matter of time before the decals 
peel off when the rider’s knees rubs 
against them. 

The Yamaha weighs 231.5 pounds 
wet. 

The short and stubby kickstarter is 
a little awkward to use, because there 
isn’t enough room between the lever 
and the footpeg at the bottom of the 
stroke. We often smashed our right 
foot against the bottom of the foot- 
peg; unfortunately, the Yamaha 
doesn’t always start on the first kick. 

At idle, the Yamaha is very quiet, 
but once the throttle is twisted, it 
produces a loud and throaty note — a 
litte bit louder than most 250s. 

By far the most impressive feature 
is the Yamaha’s engine, because it 
has gobs of torque off the bottom and 
plenty of power from mid-range on 
up. Last year’s YZ made good power 
down low but couldn’t match that 
performance on top — no longer is 
this the case. From first gear to sixth, 
the Yamaha pulls and pulls and 
pulls without losing a beat through- 
out its wide and strong powerband. 
Even though the Yamaha's engine 
puts out an abundance of horsepower, 
it is easy to manage in just about 
every situation, because there is no 
sudden blast of horsepower anywhere 
in the powerband. The Yamaha hooks 
up quite well on dry and slippery 
surfaces and maintains smooth 
acceleration on loamy ground with- 
out the front end shooting up in the 
air radically. 

Since it has such a wide, smooth 
and gutsy power delivery, the Yam- 
aha is very forgiving. If the rider finds 
himself a gear too high ina turn, one 
quick fan of the clutch usually brings 
the Yamaha back up to speed, or if he 
gets out of shape on a hill and loses 
momentum, there is enough power 
to bail him out. 

The transmission has the right 
gear ratio to match the powerband, 
and the right gear for every situation. 
The shiftlever, though, is a little 
tough to find for large feet; it is short 
and is tucked in very close to the 
engine. Luckily the throw is very 
quick soa slight nudge on the shifter 
is usually all that’s needed. Because 
of the placement of the shift lever, 
though, missed shifts do happen now 
and then. 

The clutch does havea lighter pull 


this year, but after a few hours onthe : 








bike, it became grabby at slow speeds 
and dragged a bit when hot. It’s best 
to put the bike in gear second before 
the gate drops at the start of a moto. 
Thanks to the excellent low end and 
smooth powerband, the Yamaha is 
easy to get off the line quickly. 

In stock trim, the Yamaha's sus- 
pension is not outstanding, but it 
does get the job done. It handles 
small, squared-off bumps smoothly 
and holds a straight line for a 160- 
pound rider, but bottoms harshly 
and see-saws down straights filled 
with larger whoop-do-doos. And 
when the throttle is twisted on when 
exiting a turn, the back end squats 
and the front end raises noticeably, 
then does the opposite when the 
throttle is backed off. The culprit; 
The stock fork springs are too soft 
and should be replaced by optional 
stiffer Yamaha fork springs. 

We replaced the fork springs and 
the result was 100% better over the 
rolling whoops and squared-off 
bumps, and the see-saw action dis- 
apeared. Yamaha Wrench Reports 
suggest using the stiffer fork springs, 
15w oil at the 140 — 190mm level, 
with the compression damping set at 
12 clicks out for riders over 170 
pounds. We feel, for hard riding, a 
160 pound rider will benefit at these 
settings, also. 

We followed Yamaha’s rear sus- 
pension tuning suggestion, setting 
the compression damping 18 clicks 
out, rebound nine out and adjusting 
the ride height 100mm, and there was 
a noticeable improvement over the 
rough stuff. After we were through 
adjusting the Yamaha’s suspension, 
it went from marginally good to 
slightly-above-average on rough 
tracks and stayed very good on not- 
so-rough track. 

At first the Brake Actuated Suspen- 
sion System didn’t impress us. The 
back would top out as the soft front 
forks dived, causing the rear wheel to 
unload and skim over the tops of the 
bumps under heavy braking. Brak- 
ing over large stutter bumps, though, 
the rear end doesn’t kick nearly as 
much as it used to. 

We came across another problem 
when jamming over a series of 
stadium-type whoops — sometimes 
it works to slightly drag the rear 
brake to keep the back end in control; 
when the rider tries that on the Yam- 
aha, the shock’s valving becomes 
springier, causing the back end to 
hop around. Generally, we like the 
B.A.S.S. because the majority of rac- 
ing is done outdoors where stadium 
bumps are less common and bike- 
swallowing braking bumps usually 
form. And when the stiffer fork 
springs are installed, the problem 
with the rear wheel skimming over 


` the top of the.bumps decreases. . -

Jumping the Yamaha is relatively 
simple, but the back end likes to 
climb every now and then, and since 
the engine pumps out such good low 
end, it makes for a good double- 
jumper. If there’s a double jump 
immediately following a tight turn, a 
healthy twist of the throttle gives the 
Yamaha enough blast to launch it 
high into the air to clear the second 
jump. 

The Yamaha is an excellent turner 
— it can slice through turns with, or 
without, the aid of a berm, and once 
again, the torquey motor helps. The 
YZ can be leaned way over in a turn 
and will hold its line without drift- 
ing up and over a berm. The tires 
stick to the ground reasonably well, 
but the rear tire wears out quickly. 

Seat, foopeg and handlebar posi- 
tioning is comfortable, but the han- 
dlebars havea strange bend that takes

a little time getting used to. The seat 
is much better this year because of 
that added height — there is no 
longer that feeling of “sinking” in 
the middle of the seat, making 
maneuverability much easier. 

The new Yamaha is a definite front 
runner thanks to its excellent motor, 
decent suspension and good handling. 
We didn’t have any mechanical prob- 
lems; if we had, it comes with a very 
informative owner’s manual with 
plenty of pictures and diagrams. 
In stock condition, the Yamaha will 
please a wide range of rider talent: 
The Beginner and Novice rider will 
love its torquey, forgiving motor and 
pluch suspension, while the Inter- 
mediate and Pro rider will like it for 
its all-around powerfull motor and 
won’t have to spend a lots of time and 
money dialing in the suspension.

Nissan American Speedway Final 


Cook victorious in 
Long Beach

LONG BEACH, CA, JUNE 8 


The “American Cowboy” John Cook scored 
15 points with five perfect rides to take home 
first spot in the Nissan American Speedway 
Final at Long Beach Veterans Stadium Satur- 


day night. Cook’s victory ad- 
vances him to the Overseas 
Final to be staged at Bradford, 
England on July 14 where he 
will be joined by fellow Americans 
Sam Ermolenko. Shawn Moran, 
Lance King and Rick Miller. 

Cook's win cannot be described as 
a shock but the elimination of defend- 
ing champion Bobby Schwartz and 
current number four in the world 
Kelly Moran can. Both were expected 
to make it through to the next round. 
Moran has been eliminated complete- 
ly while Schwartz goes to Bradford as 
a reserve. 

Ermolenko got the festivities under- 
way in event one with his first win of 
the evening. Mike Faria led from the 
pole on the start but Ermolenko shot 


. by on the outside as they exited turn 


two- Faria-closed the gap.on the final. . 
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lap as they came off the second corner 
but Ermolenko opened it up to four 
lengths at the checkered. Event two 
matched Schwartz and Shawn Moran. 
Schwartz, who scored 15 points to 
win last year’s event, leapt into the 
lead from the gate ahead of Moran, 
Keith Larsen and Keith Chrisco. Mor- 
an tried the inside as they came off 
turn four every lap but every time 
Schwartz was there to block him. As 
they came off four on the last lap, 
Moran went to the outside but 
Schwartz was ready and he beat him 
to the checkered flag. 

Cook's (Bell/AME Goggles/Hi- 
Point/K&N/Grin/Justice Brothers/ 
TRS Tuning/PJS Ignitions/Alpine 
Star Boots/Jeff Collard Weslake) eve- 
ning started off as a disaster in event 
three. Brad Oxley got the gate from 
three with .Cook wheelieing down 

- .the.front.chute.?Oxley.led.into turn 





three where Cook tried to cut across. 
Cook and Oxley went down forcing 
Jim Lawson to lay it down and 
bringing out a red flag. 

Since it was half the pack on the 
first lap, everyone made the second 
start. This time Cook got a marve- 
lous gate and was waving back to the 
other riders as they headed for turn 
one. He ran away for the win and 
looked into the crowd as he went 
down the front chute every lap until 
he received the Jerry King checkered. 
Oxley finished a distant second. 

Event four pulled in the first shock 
of the night. Lance King, riding with 
a severely injured finger, got the gate 
and ran away with it. The shock was 
Kelly Moran who was mired in third 
far behind Rick Miller. Moran closed 
the gap on the final lap and was 
attempting to pass Miller on the out- 
side. After King took the checkered, 
Moran got close to Miller’s rear tire 
but couldn't get by as they crossed the 
line. That left him with a disappoint- 
ing one point after his first ride. After 
his ride, Moran said, “It is so slick out 
there. I would have thought that they 
could have more dirt on it. It’s slick 
like this and we still have 16 heats to 
go. I should have known things were 
going to get weird. They ran out of 
fuel (The track supplies all the fuel 
for this race.) and they had to go to 
get my 55 gallon drum. Let’s hope 
things improve.” 

Miller defeated Schwartz in event 
five. Schwartz was able to challenge 
on the first lap but from there on it 
was all Miller. King made it two ina 
row with an easy win over Alan 
Christian in event six. 

Moran came back in event seven 
and his woes continued as he got a 
terrible gate and was third behind 
Ermolenko and Chrisco. Ermolenko 
ran away and hid while Moran tried 
to find a way past Chrisco. He tried 
the inside in turn one on lap three but 
he was met by an aggressive block 
from Chrisco that kept him in third. 
Ermolenko cruised across the line 
with a huge lead; Moran was finally 
able to salvage second when he swept 
past Chrisco at the checkered. 

Cook grabbed the gate from three 
over Shawn Moran in event eight. 
Moran tried him all the way but 
Cook cleverly took away his line each 
time Moran got ready to make a 
charge. It was a one-length victory 
for Cook over a determined Moran. 
Gene Woods dropped out of the heat 
with front end troubles and said, “My 
bike is a toilet. It needs some serious 
fine-tuning.” 

Keith Larsen took event nine after

chanic said, “We think it was the 
lower end. There was metal shavings 
in the oil and it wouldn't move.” 

Cook was in the line to face Schwartz 
and Kelly Moran in event 10. Moran's 
luck continued to run bad. While 
warming up his tire on the front 
chute prior to the start he snapped a 
chain. Brother Shawn rode Kelly’s 
back-up bike out to him. Cook again 
took off from the gate chased by 
Moran, Mark Dwyer and Schwartz 
who got a terrible gate. It took 
Schwartz two laps to get past Dwyer 
for third and that proved to be his 
downfall on the night. Cook was 
never seriously challenged and he 
took the win by five lengths over 
Moran with Schwartz a distant third. 
Moran did a fantastic job considering 
the fact that he was on a brand new 
bike. “We hadn’t even set it up yet. 
We didn’t get a chance to change the 
gear or adjust the bars,” he laughed. 
“Its like it was set up for Brad 
(Oxley, who is about nine inches 
taller) the way the bars are.” 


Event 11 was the best race of the 
night. Before it started, King (who 
was starting in four) had Ermolenko 
(who was starting in three) moved 
over in the grid by the officials as 
Ermolenko was giving him no room. 
On the start Shawn Moran blasted 
away from the pole while Ermolenko 
took King to the fence. King dropped 
to the inside as they came off turn two 
and he moved into second. Moran 
was running away with it while 
Ermolenko was all over King. The 
crowd went wild and then on the 
final revolution, Ermolenko went to 
the inside on the back chute and 
powered by King for second. Moran 
took the win by eight lengths but it 
was Ermolenko who left his mark on 
the crowd with his determined ride to 
a popular second-place finish. 

Miller made it look easy again with 
a big win in event 12 over Christian. 
That gave him eight points and his 
chances looked good for being one of 
the five to transfer. While he was 


` happy in the pits, Chrisco returned 


in a dejected mood. His bike, which 
had been bogging earlier, died at the 
line. A despondent Chrisco growled, 
“It just totally died. The damn thing 
totally died when I dropped the 
clutch.” 

Cook was making it look easy as he 
scored another convincing win by 
some eight lengths over King in the 
13th race. One more ride and he had 
the perfect 15 but his 12 already qual- 
ified him for the next round. Shawn 
Moran made it two in a row when he 
defeated Miller in event 14. Miller 
tried the inside early but was forced to 
settle for second in the end. 

Event 15 had thrill merchant Ermo- 
lenko back on the track to do battle 
with Schwartz. Schwartz got the gate 
over Christian and Ermolenko, who 
quickly relegated Christian to third 
and the battle was on with Schwartz. 
On lap two Ermolenko tried the 
inside but then switched to the out- 
side and took the lead as they came off 
four. One lap later Schwartz went by 
on the outside but Ermolenko came 
right back by. Coming off turn four 
for the last time, Schwartz got the 
drive and it was a battle to the check- 
ered with Ermolenko getting the nod 
while the crowd gave them both a 
standing ovation. 

In the pits following heat 15 Ermo- 
lenko asked, “How many points do I 
have?” When told 11 and that was 
enough Ermolenko said, “I want to 
win the next one or get second and 
then my goal, next year is to score 15. 
I have done nothing all week except 
work on my bike — they’re flying. In 
that last race Schwartz was slowing 
me down. Everyone has been asking 
me if I’m running Dunlops. I ask

Part Four: Public relations — projecting professionalism 

In the first part of my series I discussed how to start planning your career, 
and now I'd like to tell you how to approach life on the road once you 
start following a race circuit full-time, like I do. 


Without a doubt, public relations is 
really important if you ever plan to 
go anywhere with your racing career, 
or if you plan to get any respect from 
your sponsors. It makes you feel good 
to get up and talk toa stadium full of 
people ata Supercross, but being able 
to do that takes a certain skill and 
some practice. When I’m up there, 
70,000 people are focusing on what 
I'm saying, so it had better be right. 
In this section of my series I'd like to 
give you an outline and a few point- 
ers on how I handle the PR end of 
things as a MX star. ` 

When I go toa press day (which are 
held prior to supercross races) I go 
there to talk, to represent my spon- 
sors in the best possible way, and to 
make myself known to the media 
people who attend. Too many riders 
go to press day to ride the track. It’s a 
privilege to ride that track; riders 
should be attending press day to 
make themselves available to the press, 
and to answer any questions that 
would help the press cover supercross. 

My main purpose is always to 
make the sport sound positive and 
good, and that’s been a bit difficult 
for me this year due to some of the 
problems I’ve encountered regarding 
rule changes and the promotion of 
the sport. Sometimes I feel it’s right 
to say what I feel and what I believe, 








instead of saying whata lot of people 
would like to hear. I've done that 
some this year, anda bunch of people 
listened to what I had to say. I’m not 
really proud of that, but I am proud 
that I spoke up. 

People started realizing that we 
only get paid $1,500 to win a main 
event, instead of the five grand many 
thought we were getting. Part of PR 
is letting the fans be aware of what is 
going on, but you have to be as pro- 
fessional as possible about it. My 
overall goal is to make myself and the 
sport look more professional, which 
will lend it more credibility. 

I try to project myself as a profes- 
sional athlete. I go out and work hard 
every week, and I have to mentally 
and physically prepare for my next 
event. It’s a lot tougher than some 
people think; if a normal guy went 
out there and started riding around 
without any preparation time, he’d 
probably find himself on the ground 
in no time. Supercross has become a 
very competitive sport, and that’s 
what I want the media to know. 

I used to be able to ride at about 
75% of my capability, and I could win 
races that way. Now, I have to ride 
beyond my 100% level to win a race, 
and it’s become so intense that every 
lap you’re out there you get out of 
shape at least once. It’s actually scary, 
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but that’s the type of athlete you have 
to be to win supercross races. 


Supercross racing is just as de- 
manding as any other sport, but the 
media just doesn’t present that way. 
Motorcycles aren’t as appealing to 
people as tennis racquets. Anyone 
can go out and buy a racquet and 
play a little tennis, but not everyone 
can afford to buy a $2000 motorcycle 
so that he can race and relate to the 
sport. I’ve accepted that my sport 
isn’t as recognized as other major 
sports, and I work at publicity from 
that angle. 

You have to realize how hard it is 
to get just a few minutes of air time 
on TV for the sport. In 1983 the 
Wrangler PR rep lined up an inter- 
view for me at ABC in New York, so 
that I could get a segment on the ABC 
World News. We had to fly up to New 
York from North Carolina, then stay 
overnight in a motel, just so we could 
be at ABC at 8:00 a.m. We were there 
for four hours, and about three weeks 
later I was featured in a short piece on 
the morning news. That trip cost 
Wrangler over a thousand dollars, 
and I had to put in quite a bit of 
effort, all for a minute and a half of 
television. 

Look how car racing is taking off 
on TV. The thing is that everyone 
has a car, and they can all pretend 
they're Darrell Waltrip on Sunday 
afternoon when they watch the races. 
No one knows how much talent it 
takes to race a motorcycle — it all 
looks so easy on TV. Almost every- 
one’s gone into a slide in their car, 
and so they know how it feels when a 
NASCAR driver spins out. I really 
don’t believe people will know just 
how difficult motocross is. It’s not 
the type of sport you go into to be 
really famous and make a trillion 
dollars. The thing is I love motocross, 
and it’s what I do best. I'll always 
keep doing my best to promote my 
form of racing. 

There are a number of things you 
can work on concerning your PR 
image as an amateur. One of the 
simplest things is to develop a friend- 
ship with the person who covers your 
races for Cycle News. He goes to the 
races, and at first he probably doesn’t 
know many people, and it’s good if 
you can be friends with him. Pretty 
soon he'll be coming up to you after 
the races, asking for a quote on how 
the track was or how you felt. Have a 
little conversation with him, and 
pretty soon you'll see a little piece of 
yourself in Cycle News. People will 
start noticing that, and pretty soon 
they'll think you're pretty cool because 
you always say the right thing when 
you’re asked. 

It’s good when you build a rela- 
tionship with the people who write 
about the races in your area, so that 
when they come up to you, you won’t 
be caught off guard and give stupid 
answers. When you know the reason, 
you can hang out with them a little 
bit and talk. You can help them 
understand what's going on out on 
the race track, and in turn you'll seea 
better story in print. 

Something I always watch for when 
I read stories about the races is how 
other riders reacted to the questions 
they were asked. There’s a lot of pres- 
sure on all factory riders to win races, 
and if they don’t win the press usu- 
ally asks them why. Some riders will 
talk about their bad start, or that they 
got a dirt ball caught in their throat 
or something like that. In some cases 
responses like that are excuses — the 
rider probably didn’t push as hard as 
he needed to. In those situations it’s 
best to be honest and say what really 
happened. 

I know that I have some good 
weeks and some bad weeks, and if it 
happens to be one of my bad weeks. 








I'll try to be honest about it to the 
press. If it’s been a good week and I 
won, there’s still always room to 
compliment the rider or riders I beat. 
There's always someone who will 
give youa bit ofa battle, and it’s good 
to mention that. If I win a National, I 
don’t like to put Broc Glover down; I 
try to let the media know Broc was on 
my tail, and that if I made a mistake 
he'd have passed me. That’s the way I 
think winning should be handled. 
When your competition reads that, 
they think a lot more of you. 

When you're talking to the media 
people about the race, always remem- 
ber how hard the other guy tried. I’ve 
read stories in Cycle News where 
someone has led an entire race, but 
gets stalled by a lapped rider on the 
last lap. The second place guy ends 
up with the win, and he tells the 
reporter how the race was a breeze 
and that he blew 'em away. The guy 
never mentions that he was running 
second, or that the initial leader had 
some bad luck. You'll gain a lot of 
respect by telling what really hap- 
pened, and speaking well of others 
when they have some bad luck. 

For some riders, it works to be con- 
troversial once in a while. They'll be 
asked a question by a reporter, and 
use it to their advantage by giving a 
cocky or radical answer. Bob Hannah 
has proved that it works, because he 
has received more attention than any- 
one. 

I’m not really into that too much; 
if I have a bad day I accept it, and if I 
have a good day I enjoy it. I don’t 
need to tell anyone that I’m a bad ass 
and that the track was my style and 
that no one had a chance all day. I 
don't like to brag, but some of the 
fans like to hear that type of talk, so 
it’s really personal opinion. 

It’s just that I don't like to hear it 
when a rider talks about using some- 
one for a berm, because I might be the 
rider that ends up being a berm! The 
more a guy like that opens his mouth, 
the more determined I am to beat 
him. 

I think that PR should be attacked 
aggressively, and that you should 
publicize yourself as a person more 
than a motorcycle rider, so that the 
press can be educated. I see reporters 
pick up a team press kit at the races, 
and it has information about five rid- 
ers in it, and it takes the reporter 
forever to go through the material. 

Instead, I believe in one personal 
press kit — I have had one done at my 
own expense for the past two years. 
My kit is laid out so that all the 
information is easy to get to, and the 
reporter can write a story right from 
the kit. Hopefully, people can relate 
to me better than they can to some of 
the other riders, who sit home and 
don’t attend press days. It’s impor- 
tant to put outa little bit to get some- 
thing back. 

I'm currently having my own pos- 
ter done, along with some autograph 
cards for the fans. I know what it’s 
like to get something from an “MX 
Star” — I can remember asking Ger- 
rit Wolsink for his jersey back in 
1976, I was a nervous wreck! I still 
have that jersey, and I'll always re- 
member getting it. 

It’s important to take time for the 
kids at the races. I get fan mail, and 
sometimes when I have time I'll calla 
fan back when he sends me his phone 
number. I figure that when I call a 
young fan, it would be like if Sylves- 
ter Stallone called me to say hi. It’s 
important to me that my fans know I 
appreciate their attention.

why? I’m running Carlisles and still 
getting the gates. I’m very happy. My 
mechanic quit a week anda half ago. 
That bike (the one he was using) is 
getting parked in the corner of my 
garage. I worked until 6:15 this morn- 
ing and I still was only half ready. 
Yeah, you can say I’m happy. Real 
happy.” 

Kelly Moran had his easiest ride of 
the night in event 16 and he waltzed 
toan easy win over Oxley and Curoso. 
He came right back in event 17 and 
defeated Shawn Moran to put him on 
11 points. There was a celebration in 
the Moran pits as it appeared both 
would make it. Less than a half hour 
later, half of the celebration had died. 

Oxley took his first win in event 18 
while Cook and Ermolenko headed 
for a showdown in event 19 that also 
included Miller. Like the rest of the 
night, Cook got the gate ahead of 
Miller and-Ermolenko. With Cook 
building up an early lead, Ermolenko 
tried to pass Miller on the inside in 
turn four on lap one but he was 
blocked. On lap two as they came to 
turn four Ermolenko again was poised 
to go to the inside. Miller started to 
come down but Ermolenko bumped 
him out of the way and raced into 
second but it was far too late to chal- 
lenge Cook and the winner raced 
across the line and threw his goggles 
to the crowd after winning his fifth of 
the evening. Schwartz closed out the 
program with a wire-to-wire win 
over King in event 20. 

Schwartz's triumph in 20 set up a 
four-rider runoff between himself, 
Kelly Moran, King and Miller. The 
first two would go on as regulars in 
the Overseas Final. Third spot made 
you the reserve at the Overseas Final 
while fourth endedyour World Final 
hopes for at least another year. 
Schwartz, out of two, nervously 
pushed the tapes before the start. 
When the gate opened, King, Miller 
and Moran battled their way into the 
first corner trailed by Schwartz who 
missed the start. It was an elbow- 
swinging war in the first bend with 
King streaking into the lead chased 
by Miller and Moran. Moran, who 
was using his brother’s GM, a machine 
he had never ridden, got by Miller for 
second on the back chute. Miller 
came back by on lap two. Moran was 
set to go underneath Miller when he 
crashed in turn three on lap two. 
That was it — Moran was out, King 
and Miller were in after their 1-2 fin- 
ish, while Schwartz is now a reserve. 

A happy Cook took his rewards on 
the victory rostrum along with the 
other five transfers, and later said, “ʻI 
had planned on things going this 
well tonight. I scored a maximum in 
my last meeting in England and 
things have been going very well. I 
have been gating great, and I was 
dialed in. This is sweet revenge from 
last year. I was winning my last ride 
when a red came out and on the re- 
start I fried my clutch. I have never 
ridden at Bradford but it’s similar toa 
lot of British tracks. From there we 
have eight or 10 riders going on so 
there will be a lot less pressure in that 
one. Here there are only five and the 
pressure is incredible.” 

Miller was elated after qualifying 
and said, “I still really can’t believe it, 
I’m so happy.” When asked if he has 
ridden at Bradford, he said, ‘‘No, but 
I’ve seen it twice. It is a gater’s track 
and I have been gating well lately sol 
think I can do good.” e

the decision,” Marchica said in a 
phone interview from his office in 
Bethesda, Maryland. But Marchica 
was quick to point out that the Com- 
missioners voted on April 3 to con- 
tinue anagency-wide investigation under 
Marchica’s direction and to hold pub- 
lic hearings, without proceeding di- 
rectly to compliance actitivies. 

Asked about Commissioner Stuart 
M. Statler’s repeated calls for a ban 
and recall of ATVs, Marchica said 
“From my perspective, he is only one 
Commissioner. I have my marching 
orders from the entire Commission. 
My actions are more indicative of the 
Commission as a whole.” 

Marchica commented that the re- 
sponse from ATV enthusiasts and 
advocates has been significant, and 
said “I am taking what they are say- 
ing into consideration.” 

Marchica and ATV Task Force 
Chief Engineer Roy Deppa are sched- 
uled to continue field investigations 
into ATV use in California at the end 
of June, including riding sessions at 
Pismo Beach. 


"Ban ’em” Statler’s 
latest tactic: 


Statler 
charges ATVs 
unstable when 
turned

LONG BEACH, CA, JUNE 4 

The latest tactic used by Com- 
missioner Stuart M. Statler of 
the U.S. Consumer Product 
Safety Commission in his cru- 
sade against three-wheeled ATVs is 
to declare that ATVs must be ridden 
precariously on two wheels in order 
to make them turn. Statler says this 
means that ATVs must be made un- 
stable to turn. 

On the June 2 NBC Nightly News, 
Statler told the television audience 
“If the vehicle itself can only be rid- 
den by inducing instability, I’m not 
sure that constitutes so serious a 
defect that the vehicle shouldn’t be 
out there in the first place.” 

Speaking at a Congressional hear- 
ing in Washington on May 21, Statler 
said “We already know that, to oper- 
ate such a vehicle properly, the rider 
must induce instability. 

“Let me elaborate on that critical 
point. In attempting to turn a three- 
wheeled ATV, one of the rear wheels 
must be raised from contact with the 
ground or path. The ATV is then 
awkwardly and precariously balanced 
on two wheels, one front, one back. 

After the hearing, Congressman 
Larry Craig, himself an ATV owner 
and rider, told Statler that he was 
wrong about how an ATV turns and 
that a rear wheel didn’t have to be 
raised off the ground. The comment 
didn’t faze Statler. 

And according to sources inside 
the CPSC, Statler recently instructed 
his staff to research ATV owners’ 
manuals to locate instructions indi- 
cating that the inside rear wheel must 
be lifted to turn an ATV. As our sour- 
ces tell us, the staff did find some 
owners’ manuals with those instruc- 
tions; Statler is expected to use those 
manuals as proof of ATV instability, 
despite the fact that practical riding 
experience indicates differently. 

Statler also has high regard for tes- 


timony from engineering, ‘‘experts.”, 








(without ATV design experience) in- 
dicating that ATVs should have inde- 
pendent rear suspension and differ- 
entials. 

In testimony before the May 21 
Congressinal Hearings, expert-wit- 
ness-for-hire Sherwood B. Menkes, 
an engineering professor, said ““Suf- 
fice it to say that, without the differ- 
ential, it is necessary to lift either the 
outside or the inside wheel off the 
ground, to avoid excess wear on the 
tire.” 

In testimony before a CPSC hear- 
ing in Jackson, Mississippi May 30, 
Dr. Teong Eng Tan of the Department 
of Mechanical Engineering at Mem- 
phis State University told the com- 
mission that ATV design was faulty 
because ATVs lacked a differential 
and independent rear suspension. 

Both Menkes and Teong Eng Tan 
based their conclusions on theoreti- 
cal analysis of ATVs without practi- 
cal testing; Teong Eng Tan indicated 





after the hearing — in response to 
this reporter’s questions — that he 
would not advocate use of indepen- 
dent rear suspension on ATVs used 
for racing or other high-performance 
applications because he felt that under 
those conditions independent rear 
suspension would make it more dif- 
ficult to maneuver an ATV and make 
the machine less controllable at speed. 

Experienced ATV riders have com- 
mented that the theoretical positions 
taken by Menkes and Teong Eng 
Tan reflect their inexperience with 
actual dynamic use of ATVs and a 
failure to consider both rider interac- 
tion with the machines and the vari- 
ables of terrain surface and available 
traction. 

Some sources have indicated that 
the best reply to Statler’s new tactic is 
the use of videotapes showing riders 
turning ATVs on all three wheels 
and challenging the CPSC to con- 
duct field testing of ATVs instead of 
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drawing conclusions based on what 
one or more ATV owners’ manuals 
say.

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sion with another ATV, was not the 
ATV’s fault; Graham advocated a 
mandatory helmet law and an inter- 
lock to prevent starting the engine 
without the helmet on the rider’s 
head. Mike Blankenship of the Mis- 
sissippi Farm Bureau said ATV safety 
problems arise from mis-use and re- 
lated his agency’s great success with 
ATV rider education programs run 
through public schools, which have 
reached over 20,000 people in the 
state in the last seven months. Dannie 
Reed of the Mississippi Cooperative 
Extension Service criticized the speed 
capabilities of ATVs and advocated

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exploration of speed limitations, rear 
axle shielding, restraining belts, pro- 
tective roll cages, restrictions on sales 
of racing models, increased rider 
awareness programs and development 
of lighter, cooler helmets. Mike 
Bishop, Chairman of the California 
Department of Parks and Recreation’s 
Off-Highway Motor Vehicle Recrea- 
tion Commission detailed California’s 
experience with a relatively low acci- 
dent and injury rate — his testimony 
was essentially the same as he gave at 
a Congressional Subcommittee hear- 
ing in Washington on May 21. John 
Eubank of the Mississippi State Safety 
Council criticized manufacturers of 
ATVs, advocated fitting counter- 
weights to the front of ATVs to pre- 
vent wheelies, shorter seats to prevent 
two-up riding, horsepower restric- 
tions and increased rider training. 

A panel of engineering “experts” 
included Dr. Teung Eng Tan of the 
Memphis State University, who advo- 





cated use of differentials and inde- 
pendent rear suspension; Dr. Francis 
Cline, a medical doctor, who said that 
any parent who encouraged his chil- 
dren to ride an ATV was guilty of 
child abuse; he detailed various in- 
juries to his patients, admitting that 
only a few wore helmets and then 
stating “Certain evidence suggests 
helmets may aggravate cervical spine 
injuries.” Mr. O. Takeuchi, Senior 
Staff Engineer for Honda R&D Ltd. 
of Japan and the inventor of the ori- 
ginal ATC, answered questions from 
the Commissioners and said that add- 
ing a roll cage or shortening the seat 
would prevent the rider from pro- 
perly shifting his or her weight and 
decrease mobility, stability and safety. 

A panel of Mississippi law enforce- 
ment officials consisted of Oktibbeka 
County Sheriff Dolph Bryan; Hinds 
County Deputy Sheriff J.L. Vinson; 
Capitol Police Director Ray Keyes; 
and City of Morton Police Chief Clell 








Harrell; Bryan summed up the pan- 
el’s position by saying “I don’t think 
we have a significant ATV problem 
in this state. I think we have a people 
problem.” 

A panel of manufacturers’ repre- 
sentatives included Alan Isley of the 
Specialty Vehicle Institute of Amer- 
ica, Ed Glynn of American Honda, 
and Roger Hagie of Kawasaki Motors 
Corp. Hagie testified that all 1986 
Kawasakis except the racing Tecate 
would come with throttle-travel-lim- 
iting screws and that the company 
would advocate a minimum rider age 
of 14 for riders. Glynn said that 
Honda would recommend a mini- 
mum age of 12 for ATC riders. Isley 
detailed industry efforts to cooperate 
with the CPSC, contrary to frequent 
complaints by Statler that the indus- 
try was “dragging its feet” and not 
cooperating.

Michael Roberts, General Manager 
of Honda of Lafayette, Louisiana; 


Joe Speed of North Jackson Honda/ 
Yamaha; Chuck Garner of Chuck’s 
Bikein Jackson; Gale Butler, a Jack- 
son Honda dealer; Norm Hochreiter, 
Manager of Jackson Motor Sport 
Center; Steve Sanders of Sanders Hon- 
da of South Springfield, Tennessee; 
Gary Surdyke, a Yamaha dealer from 
Crystal City, Missouri; Bill Carlin of 
North Jackson Honda/Yamaha; 
Charles Milan of Milan’s Honda of 
Jackson; Dan Richards; Tyrone 
Dubrox of T. Racks of Jackson; and 
Charles Hunter, a Honda dealer and 
Southeastern Regional Representative 
for Dealers of American Honda. 


Garner delivered a letter to the 
Commissioners signed by over 500 
ATV riders and enthusiasts who fre- 
quent his business, and who asked 
him to present their opposition to 
Statler’s proposed ban and recall. 
Hochreiter advocated a yearly inspec- 
tion of ATVs to avoid maintenance- 
related safety problems. Sanders said 
his biggest market was for agricultur- 
al use of ATVs, followed by kids 
ranging from five to 16 years old and 
young males in late teens and early 
20s. Sanders says his dealership sells 
safety, selling ATVs to fit the rider’s 
size and needs, refusing to sell non- 
OEM tires and stability-affecting 
aftermarket products like fork extend- 
ers — Sanders said the “unstable” 
ATV shown in ABC TV’s 20/20 burn- 
down of ATVs was fitted with non- 
stock fork extenders which reduce 
stability. Sanders also said that his 
business has grown 70 times since 
1981 and constitutes 300 ATVs a year. 

Surdyke said that CPSC compari- 
sons of accident figures for trailbikes, 
snowmobiles and ATVs don’t take 
into consideration the year-around 
use of ATVs versus the others, and 
that the typical ATV sees 250 days of 
use per year versus 15 days a year for 
the average snowmobile and even less 
for the average trailbike. He also said 
that ATVs reduce car highway acci- 
dents because kids who grow up rid- 
ing ATVs understand the laws of 
physics affecting a vehicle, under- 
stand how to control a sliding vehicle 
and can better avoid accidents. Sur- 
dyke also pointed out that he is an 
American citizen and runs an Ameri- 
can business, and that his business is 
off about 20% due to the commotion 
raised in the general press by Statler. 

(Commissioner Dawson addressed 
Surdyke after his testimony, referring 
to Statler’s actions, saying “Mr. Sur- 
dyke, I regret we’ve had an economic 
impact from anything we’ve done. 
I'd like to emphasize that we are 
independent Commissioners.”’) 

Richards objected to the irrespon- 
sible reporting of the ATV situation 
by the general news media, especially 
TV crews which left after crashers tes- 
tified and didn’t stick around to hear 
what dealers had to say. Carlin advo- 
cated mandatory helmet laws for ATV 
use. Trince said his dealership gives a 
video-tape of a Honda-produced safety 
film to every purchaser of an ATV, 
and that he’s already bought 200 
copies of the tape. Hunter pointed 
out the tremendous economic impact 
on small businesses that comprise 
most dealers and said that dealers in 
his organization reported 25% to 35% 
reductions in ATV sales in the last six 
months, due to Statler’s widely-publi- 
cized statements that ATVs are inher- 
ently dangerous. 

CPSC Executive Director Leonard 
DeFiore said that the Consumer Prod- 
uct. Safety Act, which established the 
CPSC, requires the agency to con- 
sider the economic impact of its ac- 
tions, and that the effects of the 
CPSC’s and Statler’s actions on ATV | 
dealers would be inyestigated. "°" '

Since there were nine scratches in 
the Scratch portion of the program, 
job opportunities opened for some 
unfamiliar faces: Joe Kreisberg, Vic 
Robledo, Walt Farnum, Jeff Jones, 
Don Butler and Gray.

Dave Faria put 
Kid Curry away and Mike Delacy 
beat out Steve Crawford for the final 
semi shots. In the first semi, Ingels 
and Yarrow put on a devastating first 
lap ride side by side with Ingels then 
holding onto the outside and the 
transfer. 

Bast Bros Welding teenager Bart 
Bast gated the best in the second semi 
and held the line to nip out Delacy 
for yet another fantastic finale.

Tennessee 
Valley National 
to Head

WINCHESTER, TN, MAY 25 
Scott Head made his score three 
for three in the AMA/NATC 
series with a convincing win in 
the Tennessee Valley National 
hosted by the Southeast Trials Riders 
Association. Head, the defending ser- 
ies champion, was in command from 
the start on his. single shock Beta 
sponsored by Beta and Cosmopolitan 
Motors. 

Head maneuvered his way through 
the first of three 18-section loops, 
picking up 10 points. STRA Cham- 
pion Steve McNeal, riding a Fantic, 
kept a close eye on Head and was just 
one point back at 11. Former AMA/ 
NATC and STRA champ Curt Comer 
held third, but Beta-mounted Comer 
had ground to make up on the front 
two after losing 20 points. 

The top three in the Champion- 
ship class remained the same in the 
final standings, with Don Sweet and 
his Montesa moving up to fourth. 
Head finished the day with a tally of 
60 marks while runner-up McNeal 
lost 66.8 

The fight for third was decided on 
time. Sweet had the placing on marks 
lost at 75 to Comer’s 77, but Sweet 
took over seven hours to complete his 
three loops and ran into the one hour 
grace period, which added an addi- 
tional 2.6 marks to his score. This 


“turned ‘third back to Comer. with 





Sweet a disappointed fourth at 77.6 
and vowing to keep a tighter rein 
next time. A rider picks up two- 
tenths of a point for each minute he 
finishes outside the allotted time, up 
to a maximum of 12 points for being 
one hour late. If you take any longer, 
disqualification results. 

Event organizer Nelson Crouch said 
he wanted to make sure every rider 
got his money’s worth, and his rock- 
and log-strewn sections set in the 
rocky hills near Tims Ford Lake in 
central Tennessee did just that. 

The battle in the Senior class at the 
end of the first loop involved Texas 
and Oklahoma rounds winner 
Charles Mallow and Bob Capistrant 
at 21 points, with New England's 
Robin Farmer and class champ Jerry 
Young tied at 24. 

The final two loops saw the tables 
turned as Farmer and Young both 
improved their scores while Mallow 
and Capistrant picked up too many 
points and slipped from the lead. 
Young finished the day at 47 with 
Farmer at 50, but a time penalty 
added 5.6 points to Young's score 
while Farmer finished on time and 
his 50 took the win over Farmer's 
adjusted 55.6. Mallow finished third 
over Capistrant. 

Ron Schmelzle was unbeatable in 
the Sportsman class, dropping 25 
marks on his way to his third straight 
series win. Kelly Echterling followed 
the seven-point loss of Schmelzle on 
lap one with a nine-point tally. Ech- 
terling couldn't repeat his strong ride 
in the final two laps and ended up 
with a 46-point final score, while 
Schmelzle repeated his seven-point 
ride on the third loop after adding 1 I 
on loop two.

Head again at 
Appalachian 
National

PIGEON FORGE, TN, MAY 27 
Beta’s Scott Head continued 
the march toward his second 
straight National Champion- 
ship with his fourth straight 
win in the nine-event series. Head 
won the STRA-organized Re-run 
Appalachian National by a 10-point 
margin over Yamaha-mounted Jerry 
Carrons, 42 points to 52, but had to 
work for his victory. 

The first loop of 18 sections in the 
Appalachian foothills outside Pigeon 
Forge — site of the 1982 National 
round — saw Head in a three-way tie 
for second behind Montesa’s Don 
Sweet, the multi-time New England 
Champion. Sweet, with a 14-point 
score, led Head, Carrons and Steve 
McNeal at 16. 

The second of the three loops to be 
run in the six-hour (plus one grace 
hour) event saw Sweet, Head and 
Carrons tally 18 points apiece with 
Sweet still two points up at 32. 

The final loop was either a high 
point or a low one depending on who 
you were. Head turned in a brilliant 
eight-point ride to demoralize the 
competition and took his second win 
in less than 48 hours. Carrons re- 
mained steady with another 18-point 
performance to lock up second, while 
Sweet saw his winning chances evapo- 
rate and picked up 22 points plus an 
additional 4.4 late points which 
tumbled him all the way to fifth 
behind Yamaha rider Jack Stites and 
the Beta of Kip Webb. McNeal, who 
finished second in the Saturday round, 
ended up a disappointing eighth. 

Time penalty points again proved 
to be the undoing of many riders with 
Bill de Garis and Steve Oehrle feeling 
the worst bite. De Garis, who drove 
2,800 miles from his home in British 
Columbia, Canada, led the standings 
— on marks lost — at the finish of the 
day in the Senior class. However, two 
late points turned his win into a 
second place finish; Charles 
Mallow took the victory by one point 
for his third in the series. 

Oehrle was in the same boat in the 
Sportsman ranks as he led the class by 
one mark at the finish before he was 
assessed two late points — equal to 
running 10 minutes into the one 
hour grace period — and lost out to 
first loop leader Jerry Peacock by one

Franklin, 
Goodfellow fastest 
at Portland

PORTLAND, OR, MAY 26 

Gary Goodfellow. gave the 
Americans a tantalizing taste 
of Canadian street bikes by 
winning a combined OMRRA/ 
Can-Am Superbike class at Portland 
International Raceway on a stock 
Suzuki GSXR750. The victory was 
especially sweet because the competi- 
tion included the likes of Keith Pink- 
staff, Randy Skiver, Jeff Tutobene 
and Dale Zlock, all riding full-on 
modified Superbikes. 

Dale Franklin, sporting a sparkling 
new V-twin Honda 250, received a 
brief challenge from Goodfellow for 
Fastest of Them All in Formula 1, 
but for the second time in a.row at 
PIR, Franklin broke clear to win 
going away. Franklin said between 
heats that he did not think he was yet 
riding at the full potential of the 
bike, especially using its superior 
mid-range (relatively speaking, of 
course) out of corners, but this was no 
consolation to his competition. 

A race day of record entries and 
attendance was marred by a tragic 
first — the only fatality in 12 years of 
OMRRA racing at PIR. Marty Webb, 
a second time rider from Elmira, 
Oregon, was racing about mid-pack 
of a large field in 600cc Production 
when he low-sided in turn nine. A 
rider behind him, on the brakes hard 
to avoid hitting Webb, lost his bike 
which flipped and landed on Webb, 
causing fatal internal injuries. 

Two local racers had long win 
streaks broken: Keith Pinkstaff in 
Open Production and Mike Johnson 
in 600cc Production. Pinkstaff, in a 
very uncharacteristic move, fell down 
while well in the lead in Open Pro- 
duction. He had earlier injured his 
hand when he clipped the wall on the 
back straight during the first heat of 
Superbike, but continued to finish 
second. 

“The hand was swollen up and 
pretty stiff, so I thought I would go 
hard for a few laps and try to get a 
lead, then back off a little.” Pinkstaff 
said. “I guess I went one too many 
laps before backing off. I think I still 
had on some brake when I got back 
on the gas out of turn three and it just 
pushed the front end out.” 

Mike Johnson hada different story. 
“I was surrounded all day by a gang 
of Ninjas,” he said, “Yoy getane year 
and ‘a ‘hundred ‘cc’s’ behind in ‘this 





high-tech production racing and it’s 
a lot of make up.” 

The longest intact OMRRA win 
streak now devolves to Warren Bur- 
ton. Burton, sponsored by Montesa 
West, campaigns a Montesa (250cc) 
Rickman in Formula 3. Formula 3 
runs combined with Open Single GP 
and Burton, as usual, was near the 
lead of the pack, contesting bragging 
rights with machines of twice the 
displacement while handily winning 
his own class.

Harley fans got the thrill of 
their lives as Clyde Rawlins 
went out to win the Pro Comp 
class as well as set top speed for 
a Harley at the AMA/Dragbike Des- 
ertnationals, here at Los Angeles 
County Raceway.

With only the final round to run, 
Clyde looked like a shoe in — he had 
the best ladder run. Ray Richardson 
had the best of the second rounders 
with an 8.91/143.54, but broke on the 
final to give Rawlins the win at 8.698/ 
149.50. Clyde’s pit crew was elated! 
Engine builder Keith Ruxton said, 
“We cracked the case at Sacramento 
two weeks ago and had to weld it 
together, but today it’s ranning just 
fine!” 

Top Fuel turned out to be one of 
those, “he who hobbles fastest takes 
home the bananas” situations. Nigel 
Patrick and Clark Sargis, usually 
strong runners, never made Sunday’s 
card. Wayne Davis had a new, im- 
maculate Kawasaki that his crew had 
been dialing in for two days. “We set 
it way on the rich side for Saturday 
and have been leaning it out on every 
pass, and it’s getting better,”’ said one 
of his crew. 

Davis’ first, a bye run of 8.69/161 
was a full second over Kevin Murphy 
(9.61/139), who squeezed by Bob 
Trussell (9.78/138.24), who com- 
mented, “I got the holeshot, but 
when I looked over at him (Murphy) 
at the lights, he was about two feet 
ahead.” 

Even the consistent Murphy was 
having troubles. He switched to 
nitrous-oxide, but a defective. sole- 
noid slowed him all weekend. “I 
couldn’t use the nitrous on the final 
round,” he said. That didn’t matter, 
as he had a bye — Davis was on the 
trailer with a cracked oil pan. 

Funny Bike finalist Richard Har- 
grove’s holeshot led over Ken Deagle 
faded when his ignition died, hand- 
ing Deagle a 10.15 vs. 10.57 win. And 
the Pro dragster, Harley versus Har- 
ley final was another hobblet as both

Bird blasts D-38 
hare scrambles

SUPERSTITION MTS., CA, MAY 12 
KTM’s 250 rider John Bird ran 
off with his second overall race 
win of 1985 at the AMA D-38 
Open class Short ’n Sweet Hare 
Scrambles. “It was a fun course, one 
of the best we've had lately,’ Bird 
said. Coming in second overall was 
the first Open bike of IVCC’s Tom 
Moen (Yam). “I didn’t feel like rac- 
ing today, but once I got going, I 
picked it up. If ’'d gone for it from the 
start, I may have caught Bird,” he said. 
The 15-mile course was laid out 
with a three-mile wide open run to 
check one, then several more miles of 
flats and rounding out with five 
miles of rough clay and silt hills. 
The early leader was Parker Motor 
Honda’s Phil Means on his CR500. 
Means led the race until they entered 
the clay hills on the second lap. “Bird 
just flat out passed me in the rough,” 
Means said. To add to this problem, 
his bike’s transmission started to lock 
up. Meanwhile, brother Jimmy Means 
(Parker Motors Honda) was on the 
gas after a poor start and had moved 
his CR500 into third overall. Taking 
a gamble, Means tried to make three 
laps and ran out of gas short of the 
finish which dropped him from a 
possible overall win to pushing his 
bike across the finish at mid-pack. 
On the last loop, Bird crashed hard 
in the clay hills. “I got cut off by a 
lapped rider and plowed into a silt 
bank,” Bird said. This forced him to 
remove his goggles which hurt his 
vision enough for him to miss the 
banners turning him into the finish. 
Luckily, the screaming spectators got 
him re-routed and back in for the 
overall win. Moen picked up the pace 
and went by a stalled Phil Means on 
the last lap to finish a distant second 
overall. “This is the first race I've 





Moen said. Phil Means nursed his 
bike in at third overall with about 20 
feet to spare before it quit for good. 
“Tt just felt good to finish this one,” 
he said. 

The 250cc point leader, IVCC’s 
Todd Kennedy (Yam), had a tough 
time fighting dust all day after a poor 
start but managed a second in his 
class and a fourth overall. 

The 125s had a rough race today as 
the wide open course layout was def- 
initely not in their favor, Leading 
from start to finish was yet another 
IVCC rider, James Tucker. “I got 
blown away on the flats by the big 
bikes,” Tucker said. ‘I’m not used to 
finishing ninth overall.” This may 
not seem bad to the average racer, but 
Tucker earlier this year finished sec- 
ond overall behind Marty Smith, be- 
fore breaking his wrist. Coming in 
second and third 125cc machines were 
KTM riders Dan Morgan and Dan 
DesRosiers. 

The Vet race today was an easy 
wire to wire win for Pat Flanagan. A 
truly amazing ride in the Senior class 
was put in by Bill Carr after running 
fifth overall for two laps. Just out of 
the pits on the last lap, however, his 
rear suspension collapsed ending his 
day and giving the win to a distant 
Dick Dennison. 

Of special note was the winner of 
the previous two races, Pete’s Rac- 
ing’s Randy Norman. He was an 
early leader in this race but went 
down hard just pastcheck one witha 
suspected broken collarbone.

Time keeping was especially criti- 
cal because the CERA did not pro- 
vide route sheets. Instead, speed 
changes and resets were posted along 
the course. Four or five years ago, 
most D-36 enduros were run this way, 
but this is the only run in recent years 
that has not provided route sheets. 
Many ‘A’ riders thought it was fun 
and challenging, but most ‘B’s and 
‘C’s were thoroughly confused and 
did only rudimentary time keeping 
or none at all. With many riders not 
time keeping, this lead to problems 
for many of those who were. 

At each speed change the time 
keeping riders would stop and reset 
their clocks and odometers or make 
some notations. While they were 
doing this, slower riders who weren't 
time keeping could pass them. This 
wouldn't have been so bad except for 
the fact that the trails were very dusty 
and getting around slower riders was 
difficult and dangerous. Luck was a 
big factor. Riders lucky enough to be 
on the first minute in their class hada 
decided advantage. 

The course was well laid out and 
well marked. The trails were fun and 
interesting. However, the speed aver- 
ages and/or lack of enough resets 
made for an event that was often 
more of a hare scrambles than. an 
enduro. Even some club members 
expressed this concern. With the dust 
and four wheel traffic on the course 
there were some very dangerous 
situations. This and the lack of route 
sheets may cost the club some entries 
next year.

Nielsen captures 
Webfoot Enduro

The Skagit Motorcycle Club 
hosted the 10th annual Web- 
foot Enduro by treating the few 
less than 100 riders that partic- 
ipated to good weather conditions. 
The usual water-resistant apparel 
needed in northwest Washington was 
left behind and pads & jerseys were 
donned with score cards taped to the 
fenders. 

Because of the low percentage of 
finishers last year, due to the mon- 
soons that turned the trails to footpeg 
deep ruts and exposed tree roots diffi- 
cult to ride over, the Skagit club 
worked hard to lay out a trail net- 
work that would hold up.

COLLEGE STATION, TX, MAY 19 
Doug Polen returned to Texas 
World Speedway after a two 
year absence from CRRC racing 
action and took blistering wins 
in Formula | and A Superbike. Riding 
the Denton Suzuki monsterbike 
usually ridden by Bob Retoff, Polen 
proved that he could still set the pace 
for the club although his riding style 
is subjectively toned down. Polen 
was injured in the Austin AquaFest 
in August 1983 ina bungled Formula 
l start-line pileup. While spectating 
last month in Dallas, Doug expressed 
interest in returning and so it was 
today while Retoff took the day off. 

The D Superbike class featured 33 
combined Experts and Novices in 
one of the day’s most heated races. 
“Wide Open Wes” Goggans had been 
practicing the day before riding the 
endurance race for Roy’s Racing. 
Jamie James meanwhile, had been 
doing practice of his own at the AMA 
race at Green Valley Saturday. Gog- 
gans set a fast pace, leading from the 
start with James in close tow. They 
stayed within two bikelengths for the 
whole race, exchanging the lead 
several times. James finally won the 
race with only half a length at the 
checkers. David Sullivan led his own 
pack some 10 seconds behind for 
third. 

The B Production, Superbike and 
Formula 2 events should henceforth 
be called the FZ750 Invitationals. 
Many notable riders have bought the 
new rocketships. In B Production 
Expert Jamie James and Veron Davis 
led a- Yamaha sweep of the first nine 
places. The same bikes made up the 
bulk of all of the other classes they 
were eligible for. The club eagerly 


‘awaits the new Suzuki GSXR750 to 


add some competition. 

Another notable return to the club 
was John Kocinski. He started racing 
in the CRRC on a Yamaha MX80 
when he could barely touch the 
ground. Now at the ripe old age of 16, 
fresh from talks with the Honda 
factory team, he came back to try his 
luck at some more club racing. He 
rode in practice anything he could 
talk his way onto, and then scored a 
convincing victory in the C Produc- 
tion class riding an “‘outdated”’ 
Yamaha FJ600. Except for Brian 
Floores of Hurst Yamaha, who finish- 
ed fourth on another FJ, the first 
eight riders were all on new Ninja 
600s. 

In the Novice races, notables in- 
cluded Pat Tharp, who took his FZ750 
to firsts in the B Production, B Super- 
bike, and Formula 1, and scored a 
second in Formula 2. Sander Avant 
scored firsts in D and E Production 
and a second in D Superbike. 

Most people present expected Polen 
to win the Formula 1 finale to the 
day's racing, but others on the track 
thought differently. Jeff Berglund 
blasted away from the start line on 
his Katana with Moen, Montemayor, 
and Polen in close tow. He held the

based Superbike. Moen soon passed 
by also on his stock 900 Ninja. “I 
tried to stay in his draft and pass him 
back on the straight, but I just couldn’t 
pull him.

I know I definitely need 
smoothbores now,” said Berglund 
after the race. Polen continued to 
stretch out the lead and Moen and 
Berglund settled for their places. The 
crowd in the slow horseshoe turn 
begged for Polen to pull one of his 
patented long wheelies, and he finally 
obliged them with a short one in the 
closing laps. The style may be toned 
down, but the championship show- 
man is still there.

Green had an easy time in his heat 
races and started off the 250cc Pro 


‘main by shooting-into the lead on his 








Hi-Point Honda, while ex-Mini rider 
Darrell Davis rode up with the big 
boys in a battle with AMA Junior 
Randy Roose and Honda-mounted 
Mike McClain. Roose and Davis 
dueled for third while former National 
number holder Kirk Strong (Hon) 
rode through traffic at a blistering 
rate to nab Roose, then Davis, to set- 
tle into second on lap six of the 12 lap 
event. Strong had six laps remaining 
to catch Green, who was long gone 
and well on his way toa routine win. 
Green set a sizzling lap time of 17.01 
enroute to his win while Strong picked 
up second place loot over sensational 
riding Davis, Roose and AMA rookie 
Expert Brian McGonigal (Yam).

third. Fay, like Green took an easy 
heat win going into the trophy dashes. 

Green was on a roll in the three-lap 
Expert dash and held off a surprising 
rally from National number 74 Mike 
Sullivan. Sullivan rode his Adams 
Cycle-backed Triumph 750 like a 
madman, passing Fay like he was 
standing still to take a close second 
behind Green at the finish. Albee 
won the Junior dash, and like Green 
had a sweep of his heat, dash and 
Junior fast time. In fact, Albee set 
third-fastest time of the night with a 
14.96, beating all his Junior com- 
rades and all but two Experts. P.J. 
Sanchez (H-D) gave all on hand a 
display of sensationalism by topping 
the Novice trophy dash. 

The first main event of the 1985 
northwest Pro TT season saw Cali- 
fornians Nunez (Hemminson Const. 
C-A) and Sanchez coming down the 
hill on the first lap of Novice action 
with second year Novice Rob Blagg 
(Hon) biting at their heels. Light 
rain quickly began to drizzle, but that 
didn’t stop the races or Nunez. Nunez 
and fellow Salinas rider Sanchez 
quickly separated themselves from 
the remaining competition and rode 
ahead of Blagg, Jim Dunken (Hon), 
Husqvarna rider Jimmy Servo and 
Keith Barnhardt (Hon).

and Legarra. He shot into the lead 
out of turn one, but was quickly rele- 
gated to second by an on-the-move 
Green (Hi-Point/Pro Fuel/ Woodland 
Hon). Green had Fay to contend with 
after Fay displaced Crane and the 
order was Green, Fay, Bennett, Sulli- 
van, Crane and Jeff Harsha on lap 
four. With 11 laps remaining, Fay set 
out after Green, but just like last sea- 
son, Green was the dominant force. 
Green and Fay severed themselves 
from Bennett, who was in his first 
local ride in three seasons and was no 
match for Green and Fay despite his 
big league experience. Legarra, Wil- 
son and Ryan Fisher (H-D) then 
pushed past Crane late in the race to 
make the finishing order Green, Fay, 
Bennett, Sullivan, Legarra, Wilson 
and Fisher in the top seven.

Rich Hilbun tightened his grip 
on the Utah State Trials Cham- 
pionship with a strong victory 
at Three Peaks here, east of 
Cedar City.

STURGIS, SD, MAY 12 
Borderline Racing Association 
members rolled in to Sturgis 
Raceway today for the first 
points-paying motocross of 
1985, and riders found the redesigned 
track very fast and sometimes tricky, 
as racing conditions turned from 
excellent in the morning to hard- 
packed and somewhat dusty in the 
afternoon. In the 125cc Pro class, 
LeeVern Berry topped Billy Stork 
after and afternoon of fierce battling, 
but Stork came back to dominate 250cc 
Pro action aboard his Budweiser 
Rice Cycles Rex Conrad-prepared 
Honda.

As the race wore on, 
Stork gradually pulled out to a com- 
fortable margin and took the check- 
ered flag well ahead of Berry, who in 
turn was a good margin ahead of 
Peters. Randy Salveson picked up 
fourth ahead of Mark Mueller. 

Moto two saw Berry take the lead 
out of the first corner, with Stork try- 
ing to find a way around him. But 
Berry rode a flawless race and man- 
aged to hold Stork back until the 


„checkered flag came out, giving Berry 


both the moto and overall win ahead 
of Stork. Peters had to work his way 
into third for third overall, while Sal- 
veson and Todd Willis rounded out 
the top five. 

Dave Molder started out the first 
250cc Pro moto by grabbing the lead 
ahead of Stork, Greg Hyde, and Peters, 
but his lead was short-lived. On the 
opening lap Molder took a set of four 
whoops all in one leap, made it and 
extended his margin over Stork. But 
Molder’s attempt on the second lap 
ended up a foot short, and he blew 
past through a right-hairpin turn a 
few yards later. Stork then went into 
the lead with Molder now on his tail; 
on the third lap Molder again went 
for allfour whoops to pass Stork, and 
closed the gap momentarily, but again 
overshot the following corner and 
wound up losing more ground. From 
there on, Stork motored off to the 
checkers for the win, while Molder 
settled for second ahead of Peters, 
Grey Hyde and Curt Hyde. 

Stork once again took control early 
in the second, while Peters, Hyde and 
Molder mixed it up behind him. 
Molder then went down and had to 
play catch-up the rest of the moto, 
which gave Stork a chance to pull out 
to a good lead. When the checkered 
flag flew, Stork had an easy win, 
while Hyde pulled in for a tough 








second ahead of Peters and Greg — 


Hyde, while Molder picked up fifth 
spot. Overall, the order was Stork, 
Peters, Curt Hyde, Molder and Greg 
Hyde. 

For the. Open Pros, Peters finally 
struck gold’ with a moto win in the 
opening moto. Peters took the hole- 
shot with Kim Bendigo, Molder, Tony 
Ulrich and Al Hermansen following. 
Later, Molder quickly moved into 
second and set out after Peters, but 
found the Four Seasons Sports Center- 
sponsored pilot tough to pass.

The first 250cc Expert moto had 
Dennis Hawthorne pulling the hole- 
shot with Jack Beckham, Dennis 
Munns and Mark.Cochran follow- 
ing. By the third lap, Whitley passed 
up to second place and was challeng- 
ing Hawthorne forfirst. On thefourth 
lap, Whitley passed Hawthorne for 
good, while Ron Dunfee moved 
around Beckham for third. At the 
halfway flag, Dunfee passed Haw- 
thorne to take second place. At the 
finish it was Whitley, Dunfee, and 
Hawthorne, with Cochranfourth after 
Beckham broke the rear hub on his 
Kawasaki. 

The second moto had Hawthorne 
holeshot again, withMark Sater, 
Cockran and Whitley following. 
Dunfee was on. the move, coming 
from eighth to fourth place by the 
second lap. Whitley moved up to 
second, and heand Hawthorne pulled 
away from the pack. At the finish it 
was Hawthorne and Whitley with an 
18 second lead over third place Dunfee. 

The 125cc Expert race turned out 
to be a three way race between Whi- 
tley, Hawthorne and Dunfee. The 
three riders pulled away in the first 
few laps tofinish one, two, and three, 
respectively, with the most race action 
for fourth place between Chris Lof- 
tin, Robert Tiemann, and Roddy 
Lewis, with Loftin taking fourth. 

The second moto saw Darryl Wills 
first with Whitley, Dunfee, and Lewis 
following. Hawthorne crashed on the 
first lap and remounted in the last 
position. Wills was holding off Whi- 
tley only to crash out of first on the 
third lap. This put Whitley first, 
Dunfee second, Lewis third, and 
Hawthorne fourth. Hawthorne passed 
Lewis for third, and the order stayed 
the same to the finish. 

The first 250cc Intermediate moto 
start had first moto winner, Billy 
Compton, pulling the holeshot, with 
Hank Hodes, Ron Sussman, and 
Shawn Clevenger hot on his trail. 
Sussman crashed on the second lap 
with Doug Moore moving up to 
fourth. Jeff Gibson moved up from a 
poor start to challenge Compton for 
first place on lapfour. The battle con- 


tinued until the last lap, when Gib- 


son stalled his bike ona turn. Gibson 
recovered to take second ahead of 
David DePrato and Harlon Wil- 
loughby on a Cagiva. 

The second round had Compton 
again taking the holeshot, with Greg 
Howard, Sussman, and Gibson in 
tow. With Howard and Gibson pres- 
suring Compton, Gibson passed both 
Howard and Compton at the halfway 
point. Howard got by Compton only 
to crash on the last lap. At the finish 
it was Gibson, Compton, John Pol- 
lard, and Mike Murray.

McClain tops 
Showdown ’85

ANCHORAGE, AK, MAY 11 


Seattle-bound Media One, Inc., 
put on its second Showdown of 
the year at the George M. Sul- 
livan arena here. Advertising an 
unclimbable man-made hill, appro- 
priately named the ‘““Widowmaker,” 
and a full compliment of dirt track 
racers, including speedway bikes and 
flat track bikes, the Showdown prom- 
ised excitement to entertainment- 
hungry Alaskans. 

Media One brought up eight Can- 
adian speedway racers plus two Seat- 
tle Pro hillclimbers, in addition to 
recruiting Anchorage’s top local rac- 
ers. It may have been only a show, but 
with a $5000 purse up for grabs, it 
was very serious for the participants. 

The real racing was on the oval, 
but the crowd really came to see the 
Widowmaker — a 45° plywood-and- 
scaffolding ramp with packed dirt 
that stretched from the arena floor to 
10 feet short of the ceiling. It defi- 
nitely dominated one’s view of the 
arena. 

Challengers had to be mounted on 
stock bikes and actually started on 
the incline. Each rider had two tries, 
with the top five transferring to the 
main event. Local motocrosser Jim 
McClain made the high mark on his 
Kawasaki 250, besting the 500cc bikes 
in the afternoon show. McClain could 
only manage a fourth later in the eve- 
ning while Keith Steiner, aboard a 
Yamaha YZ490, made it almost half- 
way to take first. 

People were wondering if anyone 
could make it on a stock bike and 
Tom Schachle found out. As each 
person had his chance at the hill they 
rolled up to the bottom. Schachle 
didn’t roll upand gunned his Honda 
500 with a 50 foot run sending every- 
one diving to get out of his way. He 
made it to the top and then surprised 
everyone by flying off the top and 
riding down to the floor. Schachle 
was disqualified but the crowd cheered 
to see someone finally go over the 
top. Of course the exhibition hill- 
climbers, Gary King and Ron Edie, 
brought out their modified bikes and 
easily made it up. The two added 
some spice to the climb and drag 
raced each other to the top on the 
narrow ramp. 

The oval was small and the dirt 
soft, but the speedway riders still put 
on an impressive exhibition. Two 
Alaskan speedway riders, Robert 
Hardy and Andy Thickstun, quali- 
fied for a chance to race with the Brit- 
ish Columbian champs. Although 
neither made it to the main, they both 
put in good rides. 

The soft dirt wasn’t as bad a han- 
dicap for the flat track racers and the 
small track made for some close rac- 


» ing? After two good showings on the 





hillclimb, McClain put his Cycle 
Corner Kawasaki in fifth in the after- 
noon main, took first place in the 
evening main and came away with 
the largest share of the purse. Jeff 
Sallen on an Anchorage Cycle Sales 
Yamaha won the afternoon main but 
had to settle for second behind 
McClain in the evening.

Duronso wins 
MBMC Hare 
Scrambles

BELLINGHAM, WA, MAY 11 
Yamaha-mounted Lyle Duron- 
so slogged his way down steep 
gravel inclines and up rugged 
logging roads, not to mention 
having to overcome some fierce com- 
petition, to win this year’s MBMC 
Northfork Hare Scrambles. This year’s 
race was particularly tough on riders, 
as many got caught up in a bottle- 
neck on one of the rougher parts of 
the course, which forced a re-start. 
On top of that, Duronso didn’t seem 
to have much chance of winning 
either, since the early laps were dom- 
inated by Russ Norman, who later 
experienced brake problems, which 
gave Duronso the overall win. Nor- 
man, however, hobbled in to claim 
second overall. 

The start line for the race was 
viewed with some apprehension by 
riders. Because, before them laid a 
gravel downhill, approximately 30° 
steep and 150 feet long, then flat for 
another 150 feet before ending in a 
narrow chute. All classes started to- 
gether, and Norman (Hus), took the 
lead. 

But, at the end of the first five-mile- 
long lap, Norman was met with a red 
flag, because the race had been stopped 
and the course re-routed. Many of the 
riders couldn’t negotiate a difficult 
hill on the course, which crested an 
impossible bottleneck. 

After the necessary changes had 
been made, on the second start, it was 
Norman again on his Husky, fol- 
lowed by Mike Vail (Kaw), Mike 
Stern (Hon), and Duronso (Yam). By 
the fourth lap, Duronso was in second, 
and Vail’s Kawasaki had seized on 
one of the long logging roads. 

Halfway into the race, a bog devel- 
oped, causing problems for most rid- 
ers. Duronso excelled here, however, 
plowing through the bog with little 
effort, picking good lines. But water 
and mud found its way into the 
wheels of Norman's Husky Auto, 
and diminishing brakes caused him 
problems. Duronso went on to take 
the lead on a long downhill to finish 
first overall and first in the Over-35 
class. Norman was first in the Over- 
200A class. Mark Karuza took the B 
class win with a strong ride, making 
13 laps. Ron Clizbee made 13 laps 
and finished second in the Over-200A 
class. Scott Drafs was the only C class 
rider to make 13 laps, and took home 
first place.
